URGENT NECESSITY OF MORE. 
SCHOOLS.. 


At Meeting of Patrons and Tax-pay* 
ers Last Monday Night a Commit- 
tee Appointed to Gather Intorma- 
tion and Report Next TuesdayNight 


Responding to a call of the Wicomico 
School Board about thirty gentlemen, 
representing the patrons of the schools 
of the city and the tax-payers of the 
town and county, met at the court 
house last Monday night to discuss the 
— of school buildings and facil- 
it 

The meeting organized by selecting 
Mr. Wm. B. Tilgbman for chairman, 
and Mr. H. L. Brewington to act as 
secretary. Secretary Bounds of the 

School Board, briefly stated that 
the school buildings of Salisbury were 
overcrowded to the last degree, and 
that urgent necessity for prompt action 
confronted the Scheol Board. It was 
the desire, he said, of the School Com- 
missioners to get if possible the sonse 
of the school patrons and tax-payers 
of the community as to the best and 
most feasible course to adoptin order 
to secure the much needed relief, 

There followed a general discussion 
of the question, Hon. Robert P. Graham 
leading off with a proposition to relieve 
the congestion of our present facilities 
with new echool houses for the primary 
schools in the immediate communities 
where the children liye, In other words 
to take the schools to the children, For 
instance in South Salisbury where 
there are over 200 school children who 
belong in the first four grades, erect a 
four-room building; equip i} with a 
sub-principal and assistants for their 
accommodation. By this arrangement 
the little folks would have a school so 
near their homes that their attendance 
need not be interrupted during such 
bad weather even as the spell just 
ended. This view was strongly sup- 
ported by Messrs, Thomas Perry and 
Walter B. Miller, and was dubbed 
“decentralization.” Mr. Thomas H, 
Williams, a former Principal of the 
Salisbury High School and recent Sec- 
retaro! the School Board, argued in 
favorof “centralization.” He thought 
bringing all the grades into close geo- 
graphical proximity facilitated the 
work of discipline and instruction, and 
im all material points was the prefera- 
ble method to adopt. Mr. Wm. J. 
Holloway, Principal of the Salisbury 
High School, favored this plan. Secre- 
tary Bounds also looked upon it with 
favor, going so faras to suggest the 

. advisability of purchasing a site and 
erecting thereon a handsome High 
School building equipped with every 
modern accessory fo rthe comfort and 
convenience of the instructors and 
their pupils and the prosecution of the 
work to be done by the higher grades. 
The buildings we now have, he said, 
would meet every requirement for the 
primary echools. 

After much spirited discussion of 
the several propositions, Mr. James E. 
Ellegood’s motion that the chair ap-

$15,000 to $20,000. To provide the 
funde for the purchase would neces- 
sarily mean a bonding of the county. 
This plan contemplates the using of 
the buildings now owned to accommo- 
date the primary departments. The 
second proposition into increase the 
facilities for the primary schools by 
erecting on the lot now occupied by 
the new echool building, (used for the 
‘primary schools), or on some lot to be 
purchased nearby, in the central part 
of the towo and continue to use the 
. building now’ occupied for a high 


reys mill. This would take in Camden, 
South Salisbury, and all the country 
south of it within the school district, 
In case this plan is agreed upon itis 
proposed to erecta building at a cost 
of about $2500, containing four rooms, 
tọ be occupied by a principal and three 
assistante with all the facilities that 
the primary schools in the central part 
of the city furnish, 

This last proposition has developed 
in the city, with this agitation for in- 
creased school facilities and upon the 
diecovery that nearly half of the pupils 
in the primary gradesin the city schools 
reside within that territory. If either 
this proposition or the second one, 
namely that to erect another primary 
echool building in the central portion 
of the city, is accepted it is believed 
that the people of the county would 
consent to s levy being made at once to 
provide the means to carry out the 
plans, which would require $2500 to 
$3000 including building and lot. 

The last proposition as stated above 
contemplates the decentralizing of the 
primary schools and carrying them to 
the children instead of having the 
children brought to one central point. 
This plan contemplates the erection of 
primary school buildings in other out- 
lying sections of the city as our popu- 
lation increases and the demand for 
increased school facilities come. 

At the Tuesday night meeting the 
people should consider in connection 
with the first proposition the matter of 
bonding the county for funds neces- 
sary to carry, out the plan. The com- 
missioners at present haveno power to 
issue bonds and if the proposition is 
agreed upon it would be necessary to 


lature empowering the commissioners 
to issue the bonds. To do this would 
require prompt action or the matter 
would be de ayed for two years. Every- 
body feels that some action should be 
taken to relieve the situation. 

The tremendous growth of the school 
population of Salisbury is shown by 
these figures: Six year@ago there were 
enrolled in the city schools 625 pupils; 
now the curollment is 702, oran in- 
crease of about 40 per cent in the six 
years. 

In the primary departmegt 1 room 
with a seating capacity for 84 there are 
68 pupils; in another, with seating 
capacity for 44, there are 68 pupils in 
attendance. One class of 68 pupils in 
the High School has to use the manual 
training department in the basement 
as a recitation room, which is not 
fitted with deske or comfortable teatr.

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THE ELECTION LAW. 
Senator Brewlagton and Delegate “White 
_ of Wicomico Take a Pirm Stand 
`  Agaiast a Proposed Change. 

Ata caucus meeting held last Wed 
needay aftirnoon in Annapolis, the 
democratic Senators and Delegates dis- 
cussed the advisability and feasability 
of changing the present election law. 
There wasa difference of opinion as to 
the adoption of the amendment 
which would take away the party em- 
blem from the ballot, and leave only 
the bare names of the various candi 
dates. The Southern Maryland legis- 
lators, in both houses, stand together 
in advocacy of the adoption of the 
amendment. Senators and delegates 
from other sections of the State opposed 
the amendment, and at present there 
appears little likelihood of any change 
being made in the ballot as it now 
stands. 

Senators Beasman, of Carroll ; Brew 
ington, of Wicomico; Rohrback, of 
Frederick, and Applegarth, of Dor- 
chester with Delegates Painter, of Bal- 
timore county, and White, (t Wicomi 
oo, opposed the am ond ment and argued 
vigorously against it, 

Senator Brewington and Delegate 
White of this county took an important. 
part in the discussion, in opposition to 
the amendment. 

Senator Brewingtcn advised his party 
to go slow in enacting legislation that 
will drive the white man from the 
party. I do not further propose, he 
said, to alienate myself from my peo- 
ple. I can't and I won't go too far in 
this business,” 

Mr. White expressed his opposition to 
the change, and was asked several ques- 
tions by Mr. Wells of Southern Mary- 
land as to the effect of the amended law 
upon the Democratic party in Wicomi- 
cc. Mr, White related the published 
statement during the last campaign 
that if the democrats continued in con-

fhe Common Ailments of Poultry 

Traceable to Improper Feeding, 

Food and the way it Is fed play an 
important part In the causing of poul- 
try diseases. This is impressed upon 
me more and more as I have occasion 
to advise as to the cure of sick birds, 
In fact, 1 seldom am willing to say 
what I think the cause of an outbreak 
of disease may be until 1 know just 
what Is fed and how it is given. Here 
in New England moet cases of diar- 
rhea and nearly every outbreak of so 
called “cholera” may be traced to im- 
proper feeding. 

Until late years we had little trouble 
from the food used. Birds bad free 
run, going as they pleased upon the 
farm or over the village lot. This 
gare them a chance to get the most of 
their food where they pleased and 
when they wished. The corn fed was 
balanced up by the clover leaves and 
seeds from the haymow, and bugs 
and worms added the animal element 
heeded. Now the old way is changed. 
The birds are fenced in from garden 
and neighbors and are dependent upon 
their owner for quality and quantity 
of food. Now poultrymen are crowd- 
ing their birds to get rapid growth and 
the largest possible number of eggs. 
All this is worth considering it we 
wish to avoid loss and probably fallure 
in poultry keeping. ; 

Spolled food has no place in the 
poultry feed pall. This is as true of 
soured food, spoiled after mixing, as 
it is of grain or meat that comes al- 
ready tainted. All wet foods, as 
mash, should be prepared in quanti- 
tles Just enough to be fed out at once, 
If left standing in pall or feed dishes, 
it soon “works” and is the direct cause 
of many a large death rate In brooder 
chicks and also leads to diarrhea in 
adult birds. Better feed too dry than 
tco wet. 
with few losses, when fed all dry food 
up to eight weeks of age. 

It is money lost to feed grain that 
has been wet and probably through 
the burning of an elevator sold a lit- 
tle lower than the best feed. Burn- 
ed” wheat or oats not only do not fur- 
nish as much food as a sweet article, 
but are always a dangerous feed when 
fed to live stock. It does not pay from 
the point of view of the pocketbook to 
buy damaged grain, The best is the 
cheapest In the end and brings the 
best results sought. 

The supply of green bone or ground 
dried meat and blood should be above 
suspicion. Most of the bagged meat on 
the market is good, but now and then 
you will run across a lot put out by an 
unknown firm that is fit only for fer- 
tilizer. These dried meat products when 
exposed to dampness sometimes spoll 
and thus become a dangerous article 
to use. Green bone should be used 
while fresh, as it stands exposure to 
insect life badty.—Dr. N. W. Sanborn 
in Poultry Keeper.

"Seeing we also are compassed 
abut with so great a cloud of wit- 
nesses;“ 1 Corinthians xv, 32, “I have 
fought with beasts at Ephesus.” 

Crossing the Alps by the Mont Cenis 
pass or through the Mont Cenis tun- 
nel, you are In a few hours set down 
at Verona, Italy, and in a few minutes 
begin examining one of the grandest 
ruins of the world, the Amphitheater. 
The whole building sweeps around you 
In a circle, You stand in the arena 
where the combat was once fought or 
the race run, and on all sides the seats 
rise, tier tler, until you count 
forty eleva! S, or galleries, as I shall 
see fit to call them, in which sat the 
senators the kings and the 25,000 ex- 
cited spectators. At the sides of the 
arena and under the galleries are the 
enges In which the lions and tigers are 
kept without food until, frenzied with 
hunger and thirst, they are let out up- 
on some poor victim, who, with his 
sword and alone, is condemned to meet 
them. I think that Paul himself once 
stood In such a place and that it was 
not only figuratively, but literally, that 
he had “fought with beasts at Ephe- 
sus.” 

The gala day has come. From all the 
world the people are pouring into Vero- 
na. Men, women and children, orators 
and senators, great men and small, 
thousands upen thousands come, until 
the first gallery is full, and the second, 
the third, the fourth, the fifth—all the 
way up to the twentieth, all the way 
up to the thirtieth, all the way up to 
the fortieth, Every place ts filled. Im- 
mensity of audience sweeping the great 
circle. Silence. The time for the contest 
hascome. A Roman official leads forth 
the victim Into the arena. Let him get 
his sword with firm grip into his right 
hand. The 25,000 sit breathlessly watch- 
ing. I hear the door at the side of the 
arena creak open. Out plunges the half 
starved lion, his tongue athirst for 
blood, and with a roar that brings all 
the galleries to their feet he rushes 
against the sword of the combatant. 
Do you know how strong a stroke a 
man will strike when his life depends 
upon the first thrust of his blade? The 
wild beast, lame and bleeding, slinks 
back toward the side of the arena; 
then rallying his wasted strength he 
comes up with flercer eye and more 
terrible roar than ever, only to be 
driven back with a fatal wound, while 
the combatant comes in with stroke 
after stroke until the monster is dead 
‘at bia feet, and the 25,000 clap their 
bands and utter a shout that makes 
the city tremble. 

Sometimes the audience came to see 
a race; sometimes to see gladiators 
Welt euch other, until the people, com- 

esionate for the fallen, turned their 

umbs up as an appeal that the van- 
yulshed be spared, and sometimes the 
combat was with wild beasts. 
AU Have Lions to Fight. 

To one of the Roman amphitheatrical 
sudiences of 100,000 people Paul refers 
whem he says, “We are compassed 
about with so great a cloud of witness- 
es.” The direct reference in the last 
Peseege is made to a race; but else- 
where having discussed that, I take 


| new Paul's favorite idea of the Chris- 


tian life as a combat.

The gates of the arena have been 
opened, and this tiger has come out to 
destroy your soul, It bas lacerated 
you with many a wound You bave 
been thrown by it time and again, but 
in the strength of God you have arisen 
to drive it back, I verily believe you 
Will conquer.’

You have given it so many wounds that 
the prospect is that It win die, and you 
hall be victor, theeugh Christ. Cour- 
age, brother! De net let the sands of 
the arena drisk the blood of your soul! 

Your llop às the passion for strong 
drink, Yom, may have contended 
aginst la for twenty years; but it is 
strong of body and thirsty of tongue. 
You have twie to fight it back with 
broken botth or empty wine fask, 
Nay, that net the weapon.

That was with wild beasts from the 
Jungle: this is with the roaring lew of 
hell.

Before 1 get through I will show you 
that you fight in an arena, around 
which circle, in galleries above each 
other. all the kindling eyes and all the 
sympathetic bearts of the ages, and at 
every victory gained there comes down 
the thundering applause of a great 
multitude that no man can number, 
“Being compassed about with so great 
a cloud of witnesses.” 

Ou the ÜUrst elevation of the ancient 


-amphitheuter, on the day of a celebra- 


ti-u, sat ‘Tiberius or Augustus or the 
relguing king. So in the great arena 
of spectators that watch our struggles 
and in the first divine gallery, as I 
shall call it, sits our King, one Jesus. 
On his head are many crowns. The 
Roman emperor got his place by cold 
blooded conquests, but our King hath 
come to his place by the broken hearts 
healed and the tears wiped away and 
the souls redeemed. The Roman em- 
peror sat, with folded arms, indiffer- 
ent as to whether the swordsman or 
the lion beat, but our King’s sympa- 
thies are all with us—nay, unheard of 
condescensjon! I see him come down 
from the gallery into the arena to help 
us in the fight, shouting until all up 
and down his voice is heard: “Fear 
not!

They gave to the men In the arena in 
the olden time food to thicken their 
blood, sò that it would flow slowly and 
that for a longer time the people might 
gloat over the scene. But our King 
has no pleasure In our wounds, for we 
are bone of his bone, flesh of his flesh, 
blood of his blood. 

In all the anguish of our heart 
The Man of Sorrows bore a part. 

Once in the ancient amphitheater a 
lion with one paw caught the combat- 
ant’s sword and with his other paw 
caught hia shield. The man took his 
knife from his girdle and slew the beast. 
The king, sitting in the gallery, said: 
“That was not fair. The lion must be 
slain by a sword.” Other lions were 
turned out, and the poor victim fell. 
You cry, “Shame! shame!” at such 
meanness, But the King in this case 
is our brother, and he will see that we 
have fair play. He will forbid the 
rushing out of more lions than we can 
meet. He will not suffer us to be 
tempted above that we are able. Thank 
God! The King is in the gallery! His 
eyes are on us. His heart is with us. 
His band will deliver ua. “Blessed are 
they who put thelr trust In him.“ 


The Angels In the Gallery. 

I look again, and I see the angelic 
gallery. There they are—the angel 
that swung the sword at the gate of 
Eden, the same that Ezekiel saw up- 
holding the throne of God, and from 
which I look away, for the splendor is 
ingufferable. Here are the guardian 
angels. That one watched a patriarch; 
this one protected a child; that one has 
been pulling a soul out of temptation! 
All these are messengers of light! 
Those drove the Spanish armada on 
the rocks. This turned Sennacherib’s 
living bost into a heap of 185,000 
corpses. Those yonder chanted the 
Christmas carol over Bethlehem until 
the chant awoke the shepherds. These 
at creation stood in the balcony of 
heaven and serenaded the newborn 
world wrapped lu swaddling clothes of 
light. And there, holler and mightier 
than all, is Michael, the archangel. 
To command an earthly host gives dig- 
nity, but this one is leader of the 20,000 
chariots of God and of the ten thou- 
sand times ten thousand angels. 1 
think God gives command to the arch- 
angel, and the archangel to the sera- 
phim, and the seraphim to the cher- 
ubim, until all the lower orders of 
heaven hear the command and go forth 
on the high behest. 

Now, bring on your lions! Who can 
fear? All the spectators in the angelic 
gallery are our friends, “He shall give 
his angels charge over thee, to keep 
thee in all thy ways. They shall bear 
thee up in thelr bands lest thou dash 
thy foot against a stone. Thou shalt 
tread upon the llon and adder; the 
young lion aud the dragon shalt thou 
trample under foot.” 

Though the arena be crowded with 
temptations, we shall, with the angelic 


| help, strike them down in the name of 


our God and leap on thelr fallen car- 
casses! O bending throng of bright 
angelic faces and swift wings and 
lightning foot, I bail you today from 
the dust and struggle of the arena! 

I look ugain, and I see the gallery of 
the prophets and apostles. Who are 
‘those mighty ones up yonder? Hosea 
and Jeremiah and Daniel and Isalab 
and Paul and Peter and John and 
James. There sits Noah, waiting for 
wil the world to come into the ark, and 
Moses, walting tin the last Red sea 
hall divide, and Jeremiah, waiting for 
the Jews to return, and John of the 
‘apocalypse, waiting for the swearing 
of the angel that ume shall be no 
Jonger. Gidrious spirits! Ye were 
howled at, ye were stoned, ye were spit 
upon! They bare been in this fight 
‘themselves, and they are all with ua. 
‘Daniel knows all about Hons, Paul 
‘fought with beasts at pheaus. 

Help From the Prophets. 

In the ancient amphitheater the peo- 
ple got so excited that they would 
shout from the galleries to men in the 
arena. “At it in!” “Forward!” 
“One mure stroke!” “Look out!” “Fall 
back!" “Huzza! Huzza!l” 80 in that 
gallery, prophetic and apostolic, they 
cannot keep their peace. Daniel cries 
out, "Shy God will deliver thee from 
the mouth of the ons!“ David ex- 
claima, “He will not suffer thy foot to 
be moved!" Tsalah calls out: “Fear 
not!

I look again, and I gee the gallery of 
our departed. Many of those in the 
other galleries we have heard of, but 
these we knew. Oh, bow familiar thelr 
faces! They sat at our tables, and we 
walked to the house of God in com» 
pany. Have they forgotten us? Those 
fathers und mothers started us on the 
road of life. Are they careless as to 
what becomes of us? And those chil- 
dren—do they look with stolid indiffer- 
ence as to whether we win or lose this 
battle of life?

A NEW ROAD LAW. 


Mr, White May Introduce A Bill Making 
Important Chaoges. 


Mr. White, of this county, has draf 
ted a road law, the important features 
of which are embodied in the following, 
and if they meet with the approbation 
of the taxpayers of the county, he will 
introduce the measure in the legislature 
and have it replace the present law. 

The bill provides that the coupty 
commissioners shall appoint, on the 
s20ond Tuesday in eyery January, one 
road supervisor for each election dis- 
trict in the county, whose term of office 
shall be for one year, The county 
commissiuners shali contract with the 
aper visor to pay such salaries or per 
diem as may be deemed just and reas- 
onable, and such contracts shall be in 
writing and signed by the supervisor 
and the President of the Board of 
county commissioners. 

It shali be the duty of said road 
supervisors to superintend the cen- 
struction and repair of all roads, 
bridges and culverts in their respective 
districts, including all work done or 
given out under contract, but no super- 
vieor shall have any pecuniary interest 
in any contract and shall farnish no 
teams for any work, unlees personally 
authorized in writing by the county 
commissioners, 

Each road supervisor shall divide the 
roads of his district into convenient 
sections and number them, and keep 
an account of all work done in the dis- 
trict, showing kind and quality of 
work done on each section of road, who 
did the work and cost of same, This 
record shall be reported monthly to the 
commissioners who will keep it con- 
stantly open to inspection of the public. 

The county commissioners shall keep 
a record book for each district, in 
which shall be recorded all the roads 
and bridges of the district, eto, the 
costof procuring such books to be paid 
out of the general road fund. 

The county commissioners shall 
annually levy upon the assessable pro 
perty of Wicomico county, at the time 
of making the county levy, not lese 
than fifteen cents nor more than 
twenty-five cents on the one hundred 
dollars for the use of the county roads 
and bridgee, which shali be collected 
as other county taxes are collected, of 
which five cents shall be set apart as a 
general road, bridge and ferry fund, 
and be applied to the general use and 
benefit of the road, bridges and ferries 
in Wicomico county, and tono other 
purpose; and the remainder of the tax 
so levied and collected for roade, ferries 
and bridges shall be set apart as a spec- 
ial road and bridge fund, which shall 
ba for the use and benefit of that dis 
trict from which it has been collected, 
and for no other purpose, but the cost 
of all ferries, and when the building 
of new or the repair of old bridges 
shall amount to, oris over one hund- 
red dollars in any one year, shall be 
paid out of the general fund. 

When there are incorporated towns 
or municipal corporations included in 
part or in whole in any road or elec 
tion district, and such town or muni- 
cipal corporation bear the expense of 
ite streets and highways in the care 

and attention of same, then one half 
of the money collected for special road 
tax within the limitsof incorporation 
of such town or municipal corporation 
in any such district shall be paid by 
“the county commissioners to such 
town or municipal corporation. 

Whenever any person or persons shall 
desire toimprove any road toan ex 
tent beyond that contemplated by the 
county commissioners and the super- 
visors of the district where it is located, 
they may make application to the 
commissioners by petition tetting forth 
the location of the road to be impro- 
ved, the extent and character of the 
improvement, and probable cost there- 
of, and if the county commissioners 
after considering the same and prob- 
able cost thereof, shall be eatisfied that 
the publio interests will be promoted 
thereby they may direct the expendi- 
ture and expend not exceeding onë 

half of the costs of such extra improve- 
ments, provided the petitioner or peti- 
tioners shall pay for the talance of the 
coat of same,

Letters from educators of the State, 
who had been appealed to for an opin- 
ion concerning the best solution of 
the problem accompanied the com- 
mittee's report, and were read. 

On Mr. Miller’s motion the committee 
was thanked for its services and dis 
charged. 

A discussion participated in by 
Mesers. L. W. Gunby, W. B, Miller, 
J. E. Ellegood, F. L Wailes, T. H. 
Williams, S. A. Graham, E. S. Adkine, 
N. T. Fitoh, J D Price Thomas Perry 
and: seyeral others, followed, and the 
several propositions opposed and de 
fended. Several matters of a variety 
of purports were offered. 

Mr. L. W. Gunby in a talk of fifteen 
minutes expressed the sentiment of the 
majority of those present. He advoca- 
ted the second proposition, enlarging 
upon it, by showing how the grounds 
now owned by the county could be 
extended and beautifie 1 by the acquire- 
ment of Mr. Geo. W. Bell's property, 
the house and lot of Harvey Messick 
and the extension of Park Avenue to 
Bush street. He would he said, erect 
all the ni cessary new buildings on this 
newly acquired property, thus keeping 
all the school children of all grades in 
schools in close proximity, but he 
would so plan the grounds and build 
ings that the schools, while centralised, 
would be kept apart as regards grades. 

Mr. Miller and Mr. Perry led the 
advocates of the policy of taking the 
primary schools to the children. Mr. 
Perry said that hesaw the ultimate 
necessity of sucha policy and wished 
togo on record now as an advocate of 
it, He thought that sentiment should 
give way to sound practice and the

INSURANCE. RATES HIGHER. 


An Increase of Twenty-Five Per Cent 


on Some Classes of Property. 


Salisbury insurance agents have re- 
ceived instructions from their compan - 
jes to advance rates on all classes of 
property 25 per cent., with the excep- 
tion of dwellings, churches and farm | 
property, to gointo effect March Ist. 
It is ssid that this action is the result 
of the large and numerous fires which 
have occurred during the past three 
years rendering the business so un- 
profitable in the territory east of the 


Rocky mountains that not only the 


advanced lest the companies be forced 
to withdraw their indemnity, as 49 
companies have done during the past 
year. 

The Spectator, and Insurance jour- 
nal published in New York, in com- 
menting upon the matter, says: 

“Fira Insurance Companies ad rance 
rates. Their experience last year, fol- 
lowed by the exceptionally heavy 
losses thus far this year, ret der it ab- 
solutely necessary that they should 
obtain higher rates in order to enable 
then to continue in business. Last 
year the losses amounted to $162,009,- 
000, exceeding the previous year's 
record by over a million dollars, while 
the loeses of January exceed those of 
the corresponding month of last year. 
For the first half of February the losses 
figure up over $16,000,000, a rate of in- 
crease, that, if continued, will threaten 
the solvency of many companies or 
force them to abandon the field, unless 
their premium receipts are materially 
increased. Statistics that have been 
carefully compiled by The Spectator 
show that the companies lost nearly 
$10,000,000 on their underwriting trane- 
actions in 1901.. That is to eay, they 
would have been better off by that 
amount if they had not written a single 
policy of insurance, In the interest of 
the public, that isso dependent upon 
fire insurance, it is absolutely necessary 
that there should be more money re- 
ceived by the companies if they are to 
continue paying losses. 

A meeting of managers of companies 
was held last week in New York at 
which all the principal ones were rep- 
resented, to consider the cituation, As 
aà result, a recolution was adopted de- 
claring it to be neceseary to advance 
rates materially, especially upon mer- 
cantile stocks, frame store buildings, 
manufacturing plants and other special 
hazards, It was agreed that the rates 
should be raised 25 per cent., and even 
more in special cases, Company man- 
agers generally have already commu- 
nicated with their agents, and the new 
ratesare being put into effect as rapidly 
as possible. During several months 
past, efforts have been made to obtain 
increased rates in different sections of 
the country on certain classes of risks, 
but these efforts were sporadic, and 
not ‘vigorously preesed. Of couree, all 
attempts to raise rates will be opposed 
by propertyowners, and we note that 
our newspaper exchanges from the sec- 
tions where rates have been increased 
teem with articles denunciatory of the 
companies for their action. 

Naturally the local editors take sides 
with the property owners in their lo- 
cality, ani knowing little or nothing of 
the insurance business, they argue that 
because their partioular cities or towns 
have not burned down they are entitled 
to even lower rates than have been ac- 
corded them, That is what the resi- 
dente of Waterbury and Paterson 
would have ssid a month ago, but the 
conflagrations that destroyed millions 
of dollars’ worth of their property have 
probably by thie time convinced them 
how neceasary fire insurance is, and 
also how important itis that the in- 
suring companies have the premiums 
paid by those localities that have not 
burned to aid them in paying the losses 
in those stricken cities. Every com- 
munity has, in addition to the ordinary 
hazards to which property is exposed, 
what has come to be known «a the con- 
fiagration hazard, against which all 
ordinary precautions are unavailing. 
We haye had numerous instances 
where a small fire, ocouring under con 
ditions favorable to its spreading, has 
destroyed millions of dollars in values, 
and prostrated the business of hundreds 
of enterprising persons engaged in var 
ious branches of industry. Such a 
calamity is liable at any moment to 
overtake any city or village in the 
country, and unlees the fire insurance 
companies are maintained in a solvent 
and trustworthy condition the distress 
following such calamity is multiplied 
many fold. Any community that 
should attempt to rely upon self insur-

-OWARF PEAR TREES. 


keeper Trimming, Spring Medicine 
and Cultivation Give Good Trees, 
The picture shown presents In a con- 
Gensed form the iden of a Rural New 
Yorker correspondent of the way to 
trim dwarf pear trees, and in regard to 
it be says: The tree is a falr average 
shaped specimen on the outside row of 
our three-year-old Duchess orchard. It 
is uot a particularly shapely tree com- 
pared with others in the same orchard, 
but it shows the method of pruning 
rufficiently clearly. As you will notice, 
we are great believers in thorough cut- 
ting back—not once in awhile, but ev- 
ery ser son regularly. Each year from

one-hulf to two-thirds of the new 
growth is clipped off, our endeavor be- 
ing to obtain a low, compact, evenly 
balanced tree. 

Of course considerable Judgment is 
necessary in this beading back process 
if one wishes a shapely orcbard. Some 
limbs must come out entirely; some 
must be cut far more than others, ac- 
cording to the nature of each individ- 
ual tree. In fact, the tree pruner or 
the physician who treats all patients 
exactly alike or according to any form - 
al set system of laws is the very man 
to avoid in the orchard or in the sick- 
room. General principles are all right 
as a basis, but each Individual, be it 
tree or person, needs treating accord- 
ing to circumstances. What Is good 
for one may not be good for another. 

These photograpbs are not intended 
ns the model upon which all orchardists 
should pattern, but rather as a sugges- 
tion of n general underlying principle, 
ns that principle appears to us. We 
usually do this pruning tn the spring, 
any time before growth starts. 

We also give the trees a good dose 
of “spring medicine” regularly every 
year, so that they may make sufficient 
new growth to give us a pruning job 
the following season. This medicine 
consists of several forkfuls of good 
stable manure, applied externally 
around each tree just previous to plow- 
ing time. This and subsequent culti- 
vation make healthy growth, desir- 
able trees and a constant supply of 
material upon which to exercise the 
pruning shears, Stimulate growth; 
then cut it off. That's dwarf pear 
principles in a nutshell. 


A Satisfactory Begonia. 

In March I secured a four inch slip— 
bardly a sip. as it had a few roots of 
the Purity begonia—and potted it in 
rich dirt lu a small can, says an Amer- 
ican Agriculturist writer. After a few 
days it began to grow and was toon 
large enough to repot, This was cire- 
fully done, the plant being removed to 
a can, quart sise, that was filled with 
rich dirt, In a few weeks it outgrew 
this can, and at the next repotting it 
was put Into a paint keg. Charcoal 
was put in the bottom, as In the cans, 
and rich dirt from a decayed straw 
pile was (he potting material. 

By June 26 it measured 18 Inches In 
belgbt, 18 Inches in width, had leaves 
four inches lu diameter and was load- 
ed with pure, waxy blossoms. The 
leaves are a pretty green, velned be- 
neath with red, and the stems are red. 
The len ves are smooth; bence it is an 
easy plant to keep clean, and for us it 
has been entirely free from insects. 
The foliage ls thick and bealtby, so it 
is u pretty plant when not in bloom. 
There bave also been four rooted slips 
and three slips without. roots taken 
from tbe plant, Now more rooted slips 
could be taken without injury to the 
plant. 


A Wriskie With Potted Piants. 

Watch your plants, and it they do 
not look quite right just carefully turn 
the p4 down, striking the rim against 
wome object by a quick rap, holding 
the plant nnd earth in the other band, 
and you may be greatly surprised at 
what you find, Often the writer bas 
found worms and Insects sucking the 
life of the plant day by day, Never 
allow the pots to stand in the sun 
without belug protected either by card- 
board or by sinking them in a box of 
sand. Nature is never so unkind as to 
submit roots to a baking process. 


Praise For the Bleeding Heart. 

Too much praise cannot be given the 
well kndwo Bleeding Heart (Dicentra 
spectabilis: as an all round plant. One 
of the firat herbaceous plants to bloom 
in spring, It is Invaluable in mixed bor- 
ders of similar plants or planted in sol- 
itary beda to be Alied later with sum- 
mer plante. To many a bed of it 
would be more attractive than of tu- 
lips or byacioths aud would be more 
useful, for there is no more graceful, 
lasting and adaptable cut flower for 
vases.—Meehan's,

Lines of tiles were placed two and a 
half feet deep and fifty feet apart. The 
water level at a point midway between 
the lines of tiles was lowered elghteen 
inches, when at the same time the wa- 
ter level in the undrained portion of 
the field was only six inches below the 
surface.

Some writers on good roads advocate 


the use of a line of tile under the mid- 
dle of the traveled portion, and some 
advocate a line on each side of the 
wheelway. The object sought by these 
tiles is rapid drainage, and therefore it 
is urged that they should be laid near 
the surface. 
any water will reach the tile, since the 
road surface when wet is puddied by 
the traffic, which prevents the water 
percolating through the soll, and it is 
certain that In clay or loam the drain- 
age thus obtained is of no practical 
value, More than one farmer has tried 
to drain his barnyard by laying tile 
near the surface, always without ap- 
preciable effect. 


It is doubtful whether 


While a line of tile on one side of the 


road is usually sufficient, there is of- 
ten a great difference as to the side on 


which it should be laid. If one side of 
the road Is higher than the other, the 


tile should be on the high side to in- 
tercept the ground water that Is fow- 


ing down the slope under the surface. 
The tile should be laid in the bottom 


of the side ditch below the frost line, 


Of course the tile should have @ uni- 
form grade and a sufficient fall and an 
adequate outlet. The size of the tile 
required will depend upon the length 
of the Une and the grade of the ditch, 
but local experience in farm dralnage 
is likely to be a better guide than any 
general statement that can be made. 
Farm drainage la almost certain to 
precede rond drainage in any particu- 
lar locality. 

The aide ditches are to recefve the 
water from the surface of the traveled 
way and should carry it rapidly and 
entirely away from the roadside. They 
are useful also to Intercept and carry 
off the water that would otherwise 
flow from the side bills upon the road. 
Ordinarily they need not be deep and, 
if possible, should have a broad, flar- 
ing ride toward the traveled way to 
prevent accident if a vehicle should be 
crowded to the extreme side of the 
rondway. The outside bank should be 
flat enough to prevent caving. The 
proper form of ditch is easily made by 
the usual road machine or road grad- 
er. The side ditch should have a free 
outlet into some stream, so as to carry 
the water entirely away from the 
rond. No good read can be obtained 
with side ditches that bold the water 
until it evaporates,

damage for this reason. Piling up the 
earth in the middle of the road is per- 
haps to itself well enough, but leaving 
undratoed holes at the side of the road 
probably more,.than counterbalunces 
the benefits of the embankment. A 
rond between long artificial ponds is 
always Inferior and is often impasaa- 
ble. It is cheaper and better to make 
a lower embankment and to drain 
thoroughly the holes at the side of the 
roads, Often the public funds can be 
more wisely used in making ditches 
in adjoining private lands than In mak- 
ing ponds at the roadside in an at-

THE DIAMOND SPLIT. 


A Peculiar asd Very Rare Aectgent 
te a Fine Gem, S 

Secretary Harry Pviliam of the Pitts 
burg baseball club, who bas been In 
this city on a visit for some time, 
smashed and utteriy dexiroyed a five 
hundred dollar dinmond at the Lonis- 
ville hotel recently, says the Louisville 
Courier-Journal. 

It was such an accident as will not 
happen to a once in 10,000 
times, so Mr. m feels that it 18 
“outrageous fortune“ with a venge- 
ance.

The stone was set in a ring which had 
been given him by the members of the 
Pittsburg team last fall. It was of 
the fiery white variety, and for its size, 
a little more than two caratk, was um 
usually valuable and handsome. The 
gold claws which held the stone in 
piace were heavy and one would hare 
supposed would have given the stone 
ample protection against any Injury it 
might recelve in a fall. 

Mr. Pulliam was bathing at the time. 
He had had his hands in warm water, 
and the ring was still on his finger. 
He started to take it off and had with- 


drawn it from his finger when it slip- | rbe 


ped from his grasp to the marble floor 
of the bathroom. It happened to strike 
at the one point necessary to cause its 
destruction. However, the fall would 
not have affected it in the least were 
it not for the fact that the gem was 
warm and the marble floor was cold. 
The conditions were just right for such 
an accident, and the stone, falling on 
the fatal point, was shattered and ruin- 
ed. It was split in two as evenly as if 
a lapidary bad done the work. The 
upper part was stili held In place by 
the gold claws, while the lower half 
lay against the base of the settings. 

G. P. Kendrick, who saw the ring 
after the accident, said that he had in 
his whole experience as a jeweler heard 
of three such cases and that such acci- 
dents to diamonds were generally rare. 

“About twenty-five years ago a Louis- 
ville woman broke a large diamond in 
identically the same manner. She was 
washing her hands in warm water and 
let her ring fall on a cold surface of 
some kind. Some years ago I saw an- 
other case of the kind in the Hoffman 
House lobby in New York, A gentle 
man took a stone from his wallet, val- 
ued at about $4,000, to show to some 
of his friends. It slipped from his 
hands and fell to the marble floor. It 
was literally shattered. Mr. Pulliam 
could have hit that diamond with a 
hammer a hundred times and wouldn't 
have made any Impression upon it. A 
skilled lapidary can take a diamond 
and after close study can determine its 
grain, Then by a slight blow he can chip 
it in the direction be wishes. Mr. Pul- 
liam’s ring so happened to fall on the 
grain and was just at the correct tem- 
perature to smash.”

Within the last few months the 
United States Geological Survey of 
Maryland, has issued four quadrangles 
of the topographic map of Maryland.

REGISTERED SCRUBS. . 
Every man owning a registered herd 
of fine stock of any of the breeds will 
succeed in producing from them a cer- 
tain per cent of registered scrubs. We 
are asked why this should be so. The 
improved types of cattle are very far 
removed by the process of selection 
from the original types and thus are 
purely artificial breeds, The law of re- 
version is very strong and always at 
work, and these scrubs are the product 
of that law, by the operation of which 
nature seeks to go back to the original 
type. No matter how faultless the ped- 
igree of such an animal, it should nev- 
er be used as a breeder if it is desired 
to keep up the excellencies of the im- 
proved type. Some breeders are mighty 
dishonest along this line and sell pedi- 
grees and nothing else. 


INCOME FROM BROWN LEGHORNS. 

We give this story as it was given by 
a lady at a recent Iowa farmers’ insti- 
tute. She said that she had no chil- 
dren to look after and devoted all the 
time which she could spare from ber 
housework to the care of 550 Brown 
Leghorn hens which she kept on a com- 
mon farm homestead, running at large. 
She sald that these hens brought her in 
an average income of $1.50 each, most- 
ly from thelr egg product; that they 
were free from disease, that they went 
everywhere and because of them no 
attempt was made to raise vegetables, 
small fruits or flowers on the place. No 
incubator was used. The hens were 
fed liberally. This statement conflicts 
with the generally accepted theory 
that more than 150 or 200 hens cannot 
be kept on the farm homestead run- 
ning at large. 


MAKING THE HOTBED, 

It is now time to be making the bot- 
bed if one is wanted. It is not very 
much trouble to make one which will 
well reward your labor. Find a shel- 
tered nook baying a south exposure, 
make a board box eighteen inches deep 
the size you want the bed—a pit sunk 
a foot deep in the ground is better 
fill this with fresh horse manure well 
tramped to within eight Inches of the 
top, pour on a few palle of water, 
then cover with five or six inches of 
good soll and put on your glass, giv- 
ing it a alight Inclination toward the 
sun. When the bed gets warm, which 
will be In three or four days, sow the 
seeds—radish, lettuce, early cabbage 
and tomato. The sash should be rals- 
ed and the bed well ventilated every 
day when the outside temperature will 
permit, as there is more danger of its 
being too hot under the glass than too 
cold. To guard against an extreme 
cold spell in March there should be 
covering--straw or old carpet—bandy 
to throw on the bed.

President W. H. Moore of the National 

Good Roads association of Chicago be | 
gan his arrangements for the opera- | 
tions of the special. This train start- 

ed from New Orleans early last spring 

and worked its way north to Chicago, 

making a dozen stops by the way for 

the purpose of constructing a sample 

of good roads and showing how essen- 

tial to their building is the use of mod- 

ern roadmaking machinery, with which 

the train was completely equipped. 

One of the most remarkable pieces of 
apparatus was the earth excavator 
and elevator. This machine was drawn 
by eight pairs of mules and would take 
dirt from the aide of the road and 
move it and spread it in the middle of 
the proposed road at the rate of four 
cubic yards per minute under favora- 
ble conditions. By means of this ma- 
chine and several gangs of men, to- 
gether with road rollers, stone crushers 
and other apparatus, the expert road- 
builders on this trip at one point made 
a half a mile of good road in ten hours. 

The work of this frst good roads 
special was so successful and the Tli- 
nois Central railroad was so well 
pleased with the resulta that President 
Moore had several opportunities to take 
charge of good roads trains to be run 
over other large railroad systema in 
different parts of the country and final- 
ly accepted the Invitation of the South- 
ern railroad to take a train through the 
south. The success of the train was 
more than assured from the beginning, 
for before it started from Washington 
on Nov. 1 requests had been received 
from more than 200 cities and towns 
to build a sample of road within their 
limits, but only ten stops were made on 
‘the trip. 

The train, with its load of modern 
roadmaking machinery and corps of 
expert rondbullders, was received with 
the greatest enthusiasm, and no less 
than seven state good roads associa- 
tions, as many county organizations 
and ten samples of good roads have re- 
sulted. The value of the instruction 
given and the Interest awakened will 
be felt in this section of the country 
for twenty years to come. Another 
trip was planned under the same man- 
agement. The train will pass through 
a different part of the southland. 

The local soll conditions met with 
during the twe good roads tours varied 
to such an extent that it was imposal- 
ble to follow any specified rule for the 
construction of the roadbed, Where 
materials were to be found the founda- 
tion was made of five inches of coarse 
crushed stone, which was thoroughly 
rolled before the second course was ap- 
plied. Next came a two or three inch 
course of stone about ene and a half 
inches in thickness, which was careful- 
ly spread, sprinkled and thoroughly 
rolled, On top was placed a fine dress- 
ing of much smaller stone in a thin 
layer. This was also sprinkled and 
rolled. The Onal layer acted as a 
“binder” and made the road hard, 
smooth and even in surface. The road- 
bed was given about a twelve inch 
crown, and the ditches were ns care- 
@plly made as the roadbed itself.

MARYLAND'S OYSTER INDUSTRY. 
In 1884 the Oyster Commission ap- 
pointed by the Legislature of 1882 sub- 
mitted a report prepared by Prof. W. 
K. Brooks, of Johns Hopkins Universi 
ty. The investigations of the Commis- 
sioners led them to the following con- 
clusions; (1) That the oyster beds of the 
State are being exhausted so rapidly 
that in the course of a few years the 
industry will materially decline. (2) 
Oysters have been taken in such enor- 
mous quantities that the natural re- 
production, unassisted by artificial 
means, is not equal to the quantity re- 
moved, Of course, if the demand for 
oysters taxes the beds beyond their 
vatural productive capacity, the time 
will inevitably come when the oyster 
property of the State will be destroyed, 
and there will be an end of the packing 
industry in Maryland. 

The last report of the Bureau of In- 
dustrial Statistics of Maryland contains 
a striking confirmation of the conclu- 
sions presented by the Oyster Commis- 
sion in 1884. “The season of 1900-1901 
in the oyster industry,” says this re- 
port “has filled the entire State with 
apprehension as to the prospective loss 
of our entire oyster pack, it having been 
probably the smallest ever known in 
the history of the State. This is not 
due to any fault of the packers, nor to 
the falling off of the demand for steam- 
ed or raw oysters, but to the failure of 
the catch of oysters in the Chesapeake 
bay and its tributaries. The number 
of bushels of oysters used by the pack- 
ers of Baltimore, according to sworn 
statements, for the year 1900 1901 was 
less than one half the number received 
and packed in 1892. The pack of cove 
oysters is yearly growing less.”

The Oyster Commissioners of 1884 re- 
ported that the State bas about 120,000 
acres of “natural beds“. It is from 
these beds that the total catch of last 
seeson, 5,547,798 bushels, according to 
the Bureau of Statistics, was taken. 
There are 640,000 acres of barren bot- 
toma that will yield oysters if cultiva- 
ted. If the Legislature of Maryland | 
passes the Haman bill and encourages 
the cultivation of oysters on the barren 
bottoms, the people of this State would 
in time have a practically inexhausti- 
ble oyster supply. In Frarse, Prof- 
essor Brooks states, an oyster farm of 
492 acres produced a crop valued ‘at 
$8,000,000, although there were no 
oysters to be found there when the 
farm was established. Fifty thousand 
acres of barren ground covered by the 
water of Long Island sound have been 
made into productive oyster beds. Not 
many years ago Connecticut imported 
tens of thousands of bushels of oysters: 
now it exporte hundreds of thousands 
of bushels annually, says professor 
Brooks. If only one sixth of the barren 
oyster lands of Maryland were culti- 
vated the result in a few years, judging 
by the experience of Connecticut, 
would be astonishing. There would be 
no danger, in the future of the destruc- 
tion, of an industry in which Maryland 
has long taken the lead. Connecticut 
has prospered amazingly by the de- 
velopment of 50,000 acres of barren 
lands. Why should not Maryland try 
a little of the same prosperity?—Balti- 
more Sun.

The object of most of the 
scrambling for money is supposed to be 
to achieve leisure and comfortable con- 
ditions of living, but it is not often 
that there is a practical demonstration 
of this ambition such as Delmar offers.

In a letter to The New York Tribune 
John Bigelow makes an earnest argu- 
ment in support of the proposition to 
make life Senators of ex-presidents, at 
a salary of $25,000 a year each. He 
finds that at one time there were five 
ex-Presidents (in 1861-2). For the 195 
years since the first term of Washing- 
ton the average number has been less 
than three. The average annual cost 
of the supplementary Senators for the 
past century would have been about 
the present annual salary of the Presi- 
dent, or $50,000. Thus the Senate and 
the nation might have had the counsel 
experience and example of Washington 
for more than two years after his retire- 
ment; cf John Adams fer more than a 
quarter of a century; of Jefferson for 
more then seventeen years; of Madison 
for more than nineteen years; of John 
Quincy Adams for more than eighteen 
years; of Andrew Jackson for more 
than eight years, etc. Assuming that 
Mr. Cleveland would have accepted a 
Senatorship instead of a second nom 
ination,he would have served in the 
Senate so far for seventeen years. 

—The New York and New Jersey Leg- 
islatures have passed enabling legisla- 
tion which will make it poesible for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company to be- 
gin work upon its tunnel under the 
North and East rivers, crossing Man- 
hattan Island, as soon as it shall have 
reached a suitable agreement with the 
New York city authorities. In order 
to meet the heavy expenditure involved 
in the tunnel enterprise and to pay for 
needed cars and locomotives to haul its 
increasing tonnage an issue of bonds to 
the amount of fifty million dollars has 
been authorized. This is stupendous 
expenditure, but it is undoubtedly war- 
ranted by a stupendous demand for in- 
creased traffic facilities.

The Kansas Farmer prints these re- 
marks of J. W. Robinson on the ques- 
lion of color in Shorthorns: 

Whenever you find a great mass pt 
reasonably intelligent people that de- 
mand a certain article, there is gen- 
erally a reason for it. It is conceded, 
I think, by everybody that there is a 
great demand for red by a large num- 
ber of intelligent breeders, and there- 
fore there must be some reason for it. 
That reason in my mind is that the red 
crosses much better with the native 
stock than any other color. It im- 
proves the color of the native stock 
more. The red universally improves 
the color. I don’t think there is any 
Shorthorn man that will contend that 
a red or roan or white is any better as 
an Individual animal than any other 
color. They are probably equally de- 
sirable if kept in that color, but when 
you let it branch out it is not so good. 
The great mass of people that have 
tested it prefer the red, especially 
where it is to be used on grade animals. 

A Fine Young Bull, 

The yearling Shorthorn bull Buscot 
Wanderer, sire Wanderer’s Prince 78,- 
105, dam Ringdale Favorite 2d, was 
bred by Mr. A. Henderson, M. P., Bus- 
cot Park, Faringdon, Berks, England, 
and was winner of first prize at the 
Gloucester county show at Cheltenham, 


1001. The sire of this young bull, 
Wanderer’s Prince, the bull now in use 
in the Buscot Park herd, was bred by 
Mr. W. S. Marr of Uppermill, Aber- 
deenshire. He has proved himself a 
first rate stock getter, aud six of his 
young bulls, including Buscot Wan- 
derer, were sold at Mr. Henderson's 
Shorthorn sale in October, realizing the 
satisfactory a¥erage of $606. His stock 
show n grent deal of type and charac- 
ter. 
A 810,000 Hereford Ball. 

The famous Hereford bull Dale has 
been sold by the Wabash Stock Farm 
company of Wabash, Ind., to Jesse C. 
Adams of Moweaqua, III., for $10,000. 
This is the highest price ever pafa for 
a Hereford bull. The Riverside Here- 
ford company gave $7,500 for imp. 
Diplomat. This was the highest price 
paid for a Hereford until a few days 
ago, when Clem Graves of Bunker Hill, 
Ind., sold Dale to the Wabash Stock 
Farm company for $8,000. On Jan. 7, 
in Chicago, Mr. Hoxie broke this 
ord by giving Thomas Olark of Illinois 
$9,000 for his bull Perfection, as of 
Dale. 

Mr. Adams now owns two of the 
highest priced Hereford cattle in the 
world. Last winter at a sale in the 
Kaneas City Fine Stock pavilion he 
paid $2,700 for a cow belonging to 
Clem Graves. This is still the greatest 
amount ever brought by a cow of this 
breed. All the animals have been seen 
in the show ring in Kansas City. Dale 
was the sweepstakes bull of the show 
in 1890, and Perfection won first in 
1900, 

The Heaviest Oxen. 

The weight of my big oxen was 8,085 
pounds. I have never known of a 
heavier pair., I bave another pair of 
Holsteins coming on that I think will 
in time equal or excel the other in 
weight. They are now five years old 
and weigh 4,500 pounds in good work- 
ing condition. They have never had 
any chance for making a big gain, ex- 
cept a few months last summer, when 
they gained 800 pounds in six months 
besides doing farm work. They are 
now en a big log job and are one of 
three teams to draw 12,000 to 15,000 
feet of logs to mill dally. I shall keep 
them on the job until about May 1, 
when they will come back on to the 
farm, and thelr work will be light. I 
expect them to welgh considerably 
over 56,000 pounds next fairtime.— 
James D, Avery in New England 
Homestead.

The national flower of the Egyptians 
is the beliotrope, of the Assyrians is 
the water lily, of the Hindoos ig the 
‘marigold, of the Chinese is the chrys- 
anthemum. We have no national flow- 
er, but there is hardly any flower more 
suggestlvego many of us than the for- 
getmenot. * We all like to be remem- 
bered, and one of our misfortunes is 
that there are so many things we can- 
not remember. Mnemonics, or the art 
of assisting memory, is an important 
art. It was first suggested by Simon- 
ides of Ceos 500 years before Christ. 
Pcrsons who had but little power to re- 
call events or put facts and names and 
dates lu proper processions hu ve through 
this art had their memory re-enforced 
to an almost Incredible extent. A good 
memory is an invaluable posseasion. 
By all means cultivate it. I had an 
aged friend who, detained all night at 
a miserable depot in waiting for a rail 
train fast in the snowbanks, enter- 
tained a group of some ten or fifteen 
clergymen, likewise detained on thelr 
way bome from a meeting of presby- 
tery, by first with a plece of chalk 
drawing out on the black and sooty 
walls of the depot the characters of 
Walter Scott's “Marmion” and then re- 
citing from memory the whole of that 
poem of some eighty pages in fine 
print. My old friend, through great 
age, lost bis memory, and when I ask- 
ed him it this story of the railroad de 
pot was true he said, “I do not remem- 
ber now, but it was just like me. 
“Let me see,” said he to me. “Have I 
ever seen you before?” “Yes,” I said; 
“you were my guest last night, and I 
was with you an hour ago.” What an 
awful contrast in that man between 
the greatest memory I ever knew and 
no memory at all! 

The Art of Forgetting. 

But right along with this art of rec 
ollectſon, which I cannot too highly 
eulogize, is one quite as Important, and 
yet I never beard it applauded. I mean 
the art of forgetting. There is a splen 
did faculty lu that direction that we 
all need to cultivate. We might through 
that process be ten times bappler and 
more useful than we now are. We 
have been told that forgetfulness is a 
weikuess and ought to be nvolded by 
all possible means. 80 far from a 
wenkuess, my text ascribes it to God. 
it is the very top of omnipotence that 
God is able to obliterate a part of bis 
own memory. If we repent of sin and 
rightly seek the divine forgiveness, 
the record of the misbehavior Is not 
only crossed off the books, but God ac- 
tuully lets it pass out of memory. 
“Their sins aod thelr Iniquities will I 
remember no more.” To remember no 
more is to forget, und you enunot make 
uuxthing else out of it. God's power 
of forgetting is so grent that if two 
wen appeal to ulm and the one man, 
after a life all right. gets the sins of 
bis heart pardoned and the other man, 
after n life of abomination, gets par- 
doned God remembers no more against 
one than against the other ‘The entire 
past of both the moralist, with bis Im- 
perfections, and the profilgate, with 
his debuucheries, Is as much obliter 
nted In the one case as in the other. 
Forgotten forever and forever. “Thelr 
fins and thelr iniquities will | remem- 
ber no more.” 

This sublime attribute of forgetful- 
ness on the part of God you and 1 
need, In our finite way, to Imitate. You 
will do well to cast out of your recol- 
lection all wrongs done you. During 
the course of one's life be is sure to be 
misrepresented, to be Hed about, to be 
Injured. There are those who keep 
these things fresh by frequent re 
bearaal If things bave appeared in 
print, they keep them In thelr serap- 
book, for they cut these precious para- 
graphs out of newapapers or books aud 
at leisure times look them over, or they 
dave them tled up in bundles or thrust 
in plgeoaholes, and they frequently re 
gûle tbemseives and thelr frienda by 
an Inspection of these flings, these aar- 
casms, these falsehoola, these cructticas. 
I barve known gentlemen who carried 
them in their pocketbooks, so that they 
could easily get at there irritations, and 
they put thelr right band in the inside 
of their coat pocket over thelr beart 
und say: “look bere! Let me show 
you something.” Sélentiate catch wasps 
and hornets and polsonous sunset and 
traosfix them in curiosity buronns for 
study. and that is well, but these of 
whom | speak catch the wasp and the 
hornets and polsonous inserts and play 
with them end put them ou themselves 
and on ther friends and wee how far 
the noxious things can Jump aml show 
how deep they can sting. Have no 
such scraplook. Keep nothing In your 
possession that is disagreeable Tear 
up the falsehoods and the slanders aud 
the hypercriticiamsa.

On the oth- 
er hand, you can find here and there a 
man or woman (for there are not many 
ot them whose disposition is genial 
and summery. Why? Have they al- 
ways been treated well? Oh, no. Hard 
things have been sald against them. 
They have been charged with officious- 
ness, and their generosities have been 
set down to a desire for display, and 
they have many a time been the sub- 
ject of tittle tattle, and they have had 
enough small assaults like gnats and 
enough great attacks like lions to have 
made them perpetually miserable if 
they would have consented to be miser- 
able. But they have had enough di- 
vine philosophy to cast off the annoy- 
ances, and they have kept themselves 
in the sunlight of God's favor and have 
realized that these oppositions and hin- 
drances are a part of a mighty disci- 
pline by which they are to be prepared 
for usefulness and heaven. Tue secret 
of it all is they bave, by the help of the 
Eternal God, learned how to forget. 


Canceling Your Debts. 

Another practical thought: When our 
faults are repented of let them go out 
of mind. If God forgets them, we have 
a right to forget them. Having once 
repented of our infelicities and misde- 
meanors, there is no need of our re- 
penting of them again. Suppose I owe 
you a large sum of money, and you are 
persuaded I am incapacitated to pay 
and you give me acquittal from that 
obligation. You say: “I cancel that 
debt. All is right now. Start again.” 
And the next day I come in and say: 
“You know about that big debt I owe 
you. I bave come in to get you to let 
me off. I feel so bad about it I cannot 
rest. Do let me off.” You reply witha 
little Impatience: “I did let you off. 
Don’t bother yourself and bother me 
with any more of that discussion.” The 
following day I come in and say: “My 
dear sir, abont that debt—I can never 
get over the fact that I owe you that 
money. It is something that weighs on 
my mind like a millstone. Do forgive 
me that debt.” "his time you clear 
lose your patience and say: “You are 
a nuisance. What do you mean by this 
reiteration of that affair? lam almost 
sorry I forgave you that debt. Do you 
doubt my veracity or do you not under- 
stand the plain language in which 1 
told you that debt was canceled?” 
Well, my friends, there. are many 
Christians guilty of worde folly than 
that. While it ts gut that they re- 
pent of new sins and of recent sins, 
what is the use of bothering yourself 
and insulting God by asking bim to 
forgive sins that long ago were for- 
given? God has forgotten them. Why 
do you not forget them? No; you drag 
the load on with you, and 805 times a 
year, If you pray every day, you ask 
God to recall occurrences which he has 
not only forgiven, but forgotten. 

Quit this folly. I do not ask you less 
to realize the turpitude of sin, but I ask 
you to a higher faith in the promise of 
God and the full deliverance of bis 
mercy. He does not give a recefpt for 
part payment,or so much received on 
account, but receipt in full, God bav- 
ing for Christ's anke decreed “your sins 
aud your Iniquities will I remember no 
more.” As far as possible let the dis- 
agreeables of life. drop. We bave 
enough things In the present, and there 
will be enough in the future, to dis- 
turb us without running a special train 
into the great Goneby to feteb us as 
special freight things left behind. 
Years ago, when there was a great 
rajiroad strike, I remember seeing all 
along the route from Omaha to Obb 
cago and from Chicago to New York 
hundreds and thousands of freight cars 
switched on the sidetracks, those cars 
loaded with all kinds of perishable ma- 
terial, decaying and wasting. After 
the strike was over did the railroad 
companies bring all that perished ma- 
terial down to the markets? No; they 
threw It off where it was destroyed and 
loaded up with something else. Let the 
long train of your thoughts throw off 
the worse than useless freight off a 
corrupt and destroyed past and load 
up with gratitude and faith and holy 
determination. We do not please God 
by the cultivation of the miserable. 
He would rather see us happy than to 
sce us depressed. You would ruther see 
your children laugh than to see them 
ery, und your Heavenly Father bas no 
fondness fur hysterics. 


Allow Others to Forget, 

Not only forget your pardoned tran» 
greasions, but allow others to forget 
them. The chief stock on band of 
some people is to recount in prayer 
meetings and pulpits what big scoun- 
dreis they once were. They not only 
will not forget their forgiven deficits, 
but they seem to be determined that 
the church and the world shall oot for- 
get them. If you want to declare that 
you have been the chief of sinners aod 
extol the grace that could save such a 
wretch as you were, do 80. but do pot 
go iuto particulars. Do not tell how 
many times you got drunk or to what 
Tad places you went or how many free 
rides you had In the prison van before 
you were converted. Lump it, brother; 
give it to us in bulk. If you bave any 
scars got In honorable warfare, show 
ansa Sa S aao Sato Roys SI th os 
ble warfare do not ythem. I 
you will quote the reference to 
the borribie pit from which you were 
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ing places or was guilty 

battery or ever uttered a 

word or ever did any one a hurt. al- 
though I knew my heart was sinfu 
enough, and I said to myself, There 
is no use of my trying to do any good, 
for I never went through those de- 
praved experiences.” But afterward T 
saw consolation in the thought that no 
one gained any ordination by the lay- 
ing on of the bands of dissoluteness 
and Infamy. 

And though an ordinary moral life, 
ending in a Christian life, may not be 
as dramatic a story to tell about, let us 
be grateful to God rather than worry 
about it if we have never plunged into 
outward abomindtions. [t may be ap- 
propriate in a meeting of reformed 
drunkards or reformed debauchees to 
quote for those not reformed how des- 
perate and nasty you once were, but do 


not drive a scavenger’s cart into assem- 


blages -of people the most of whom 
have always been decent and respecta- 
ble. But 1 have been sometimes in 
great evangelical meetings where peo- 
ple went into particulars about the sins 
that they once committed, so much so 
that I felt like putting my hand on my 
pocketbook or calling for the police 
lest these reformed men wight fall 
from grace and go at their old business 
of theft or drunkenness or cutthroat- 
ery. If your sins have been forgiven 
and your tife purified, torget the way- 
wardness of the past, and nllow others 
to forget it. . 
A Sin Forgetting God. 

But what I most want in the light of 
this text to impress is that we bave a 
sin forgetting God. Suppose that on 
the last day—called the last day be- 
cause thé sun will never again rise up- 
on our earth, the earth itself being 
fung into flery demolition—supposing 
that on that last day a group of in- 
fernal spirits should somehow get near 
enough the gate of heaven and chal- 
lenge our entrangée and say: “How 
canst thou, the just Lord, let those 
souls into the realm of superna! glad- 
ness? Why, they said a great many 
things they never ought to have said, 
and they did a great many things they 
ought never to have done. Sinners 
are they—sinners all.” 

And suppose God should deign to an- 
swer. He wight say: “Yes, but did not 
my only Son die for thelr ransom? Did 
he not pay the price? Not one drop of 
blood was retained in his arteries; 
not one nerve of his that was not 
wrung in the torture. He took in his 
own body and soul all the suffering 
that those sinners deserve. They piead- 
ed that sacrifice; they took the full 
pardon that I promised to all who, 
through my Son, earnestly applied for 
it, and it passed out of my mind that 
they were offenders. I forgot all about 
it. Yes, I forgot all about it. ‘Their 
sins and their tniquities do | remem- 
ber no more.“ A sin forgetting God! 
That is clear beyond and far above a 
sin pardoning God. How often we 
hear it said, “I can forgive, but I can- 
not forget.” That is equal to saying. 
“I verbally admit it Is all right, but 1 
will keep the old grudge good.“ There 
is something in the demennor that 
seems to say: “I would not do you 
harm. Indeed f wish you well, but 
that unfortunate affair enn never pass 
out of my mind.” There may no bard 
words pass between them, but until 
death breaks In the same coolness re- 
mains. But God lets bur pardoned of- 
fenses go Into oblivion. He never 
throws them up to us again. He feels 
ae kindly toward us as though we had 
been spotless and positively angelic all 
along.

With this incentive the poets of Cam 
bridge went to work, and two years 
after the coronation the volume enti- 
tled “Pietas et Gratulatio,” or mourn- 
ing for the old king and congratula- 
tions for the new, was printed by J. 
Green and J. Russell of Boston and 
formally transmitted to King George 
by the president and fellows of the 
very college that was so soon after 
ward to give shelter to General Wash- 
ington and the officers of the Colonial 
army. 

The little book, copies of which can 
still be found in some of the libraries 
around Boston, was most lavish in its 
praise of the dead monarch, George 
II., as well as of his grandson and suc- 
cessor. The address of the president 
and fellows sounds most strangely to 
modern ears, ascribing as it does to 
the king, whose forces were soon to 
be fought and finally whipped, all the 
known graces and virtues, Yet all 
these complimentary phrases were a 
part of the etiquette of the day, which 
was considered serious only in its 
breach, for, as even the stout old Eng- 
lish Tory and dictionary maker, Dr. 
Samuel Johnson, so frequently pointed 
out, flattering the king was but little 
more than a formula of loyalty to the 
institutions of the kingdom. The verse 
naturally went to even greater lengths 
in its adulation. One of the poems, 
which is of special interest because 
written by John Lowell, the grandfa- 
ther of James Russell Lowell, closes 
as follows: 


These tears the muse to her late sov'reign 


pays; 

These sighs unfelgn’d to his dear tomb 
conveys. 

She now with transport hails the happy 
day . 

Which gives another George the British 
Bway. 

Exulting Britain in his youthful face 

Can the bright transcript of his grandsire 


trace, 

And sees, with joy unfeign'd, ascend the 
throne 

A blooming monarch, who is all her own, 

While at his feet her cond' ring armies 
bend 

And his command her thund'ring fleets 
attend. 

Long may he reign, his rightful scepter 
bear 


And Britain's crown in peace distinguish'd 
wear, 

While all her free born sons in chorus 
sing, 

Happy and glorious ever live the king. 

Yet in spite of all this high flown lan- 

guage a certain inexorable logic in be- 

half of freedom runs all through the 

volume, and even in their “poetical ob- 

lations” the monarch was credited 

with a love of freedom equal to that of 

the colonists themselves.

“Í have been disappointed at the mu- 
sic at St. Peter's, Rome, of which so 
much has been written,” says William 
BÐ. Curtis in the Chicago Record Her- 
ald. “The pope's choir does not sound 
to American ears as many enthusiastic 
Writers have heard it. It is inferior to 
that of St. Patrick's cathedral, New 
York, and to that of St. Matthew’s, in 
Washington, the two with which I am 
most familiar, and Chicago Catholics 
here tell me that much better singing 
can be heard in several of the church- 
es in that city. There are at least two 
churches in Rome—St. John Lateran 
and St. Maria Maggiore —where the 
choirs are better than that at the Vat-

A dispatch from Crisfield to the 
Baltimore Sun ssys: 

“It ia stated by prominent captains 
of Crisfield that Virginia boats have 
been dredging up the young growth of 
oysters in the Potomac river during the 
past winter and planting them in every 
river, creek and inlet as far south as 
the James river. The depredators have 
not been apparently molested in their 
efforts to seed the private beds of Vir- 
ginia; but as soon as the Maryland 
boats began to dredge there in any 
number nearly every boat of any size 
has been put in commission by Vir- 
ginia to protect the beds. On March 8 
about $2,000 in fines was collected in 
one day in the following manner: 

Some 200 boats were dredging in the 
Potomac, off Maddox creek, and the 
dredges were coming up full of oysters, 
with scarcely a shell among them, 
when a steamer and two schooners of 
the Virginia State fishery force swoop- 
od down upon the fleet. The boats 
were turned around and headed for the 
oreek, with the police in hot pursuit. 
As soon as the boats had put a point of 
land between them and their pursuers 
oysters began to go overboard like hail 
from the clouds. One boat ran into 
shoal water, where it grounded on its 
own cargo, and the captain was alter- 

ward obliged to run an anchor in order 
to heave his vessel off. The police 
boate then anchored at the mouth of 
the creek gnd proceeded to exact trib- 
ute at leisure. Every boat in the fleet 
found with unculled oysters had to pay 
a fine ranging from $16 to 820. 

It is believed that at least 1,000,000 
bushels of seed oysters have been taken 
by Virginia during the past winter.“

a nieder of the stugte Comb Vart- 
ety Sings Their Pealses. 

The single comb EPrown Leghorns 
have earned the right to be classed 
among the best utility fowls since they 
have attained sr™cient size to make 
them valuable as a marketyand table 
fowl. This quality, combined with 
thelr great ability as layers and their 
beauty, places them In the front rank 
as favorites of the farmer as well as 
of the fancier. They have been con- 
alle red a nonsitting variety, but that is 
neten fact. In an experience extending 
over twenty years I have found them 
to make excellent sitters and mothers. 

Iullets hatched lu May or June or 
eveu so late as July will begin laying 
ly November or December, and they 
need not be affected by cold weather, 
bu! should continue to lay throughout 
the season. Those hatched In Febru- 
ary or March will begin to lay In the 
carly fall, and when the change from 
warm to cold weather takes place they 
usually cease laying and perhaps molt. 
Consequently the early hatched birds 
are not as valuable for winter layers 
us the May or June hatched chicka. 
These two months seem to be the nat- 
ural months for hatching, as the 
weather is suitable for incubating the 
eggs and raising the chicks, and at 
that time nature provides the vege- 
table and animal food that is neces- 
sary for the rapid growth of the birds. 

The usefulness of the Brown Leg- 
horn female as an egg producer ex- 
tends through a period of three or 
four years without any apparent fall- 
ing off, and some birds five or six 
years of age continue to lay well, I 
have a bird of that age in my yards at 
present that will lay as well as the 
younger birds, but as a rule three to 
four years is thelr average length of 
usefulness. 

It is claimed by some that pullets 
which develop large combs are better 
layers than those with smaller ones. 
My experience is that the chick hatch- 
ed earliest develops first, consequently 
she lays sooner and naturally has a 
larger comb, but so soon as develop- 
ment takes place In the one with the 
smaller comb she will lay equally well. 
It is also claimed that certain types of 
females will lay better than other 
types. I cannot see any difference in 
the laying qualities of the stout, short 
hen and the more rangy one. The con- 
dition of the stock Is the main factor, 
because unless in prime condition you 
certainly cannot get the best results 
therefrom. 

The single comb Brown Leghorns 
Lave taken their place among the gen- 
eral utility fowls becnuse they produce 
more eggs of larger size than the Asi- 
atics and most other breeds and be 
cause they begin laying sooner, do not 
consume so much time in sitting, are 
hardy, easily raised, do a lot of bus- 
tling and consequently can be raised 
at much less expense. — William F. 
Brace in Reliable Poultry Journal. 


Feeding Dran.

| point in favor of bran is that it een- 
tains a much larger proportion ef lime 
tham any other cheap food derived 
from grain, and, as the shells ef eggs 
are composed of lime, it te essential 
that food rich in lime be prewided. It 
may be urged that the use of oyster 
shells will provide lime, wut it will be 
found that it is the lime. m the food 
that is most serviceable because It Is 
ta a ferm that can, be better digested 
and nesimilated than enrbonate of 


lime. 

Clover is also rich, i line, and when 
a mess of cyt clover and bran is given 
the fowla they will need no oyster 


aholis. or other mineral matter. Do not 
forget that in summer, however, all 
kinds of foods should be used with 
judgment. If the hens have a free 
vange, give no food at all os long as 
they are laying, but If they begin to 
fall off let bran be the leading ingre- 
dient of the foods allowed. In winter 
the bran and clover are even more es- 
sential, as the fowls cannot Wen secure 
green food on the range.—Poultry 
Keeper. 


Feeding Groend Bone. 

Mr. L. wants to know whether to 
feed ground cut bone In the wash or 
separately, how often, bow much to 
100 bens, whether it can be fed to 
growing chicks.

A friend wants to know what price 
bogs must bring to make a profit on 
feeding tbem 67 cent corm Fed under 
proper conditions, a bushel of corn will 
make ten pounds of pork, and for all 
ordinary purposes this rule is accepted 
ns a standard of measuring the relative 
values of corn and pork. Thus the pork 


80 made from 67 cent corn must bring 


$6.70 per hundredweight in order to let 
the feeder out. Under present condi- 


tions we should try other rations for 
the fatting hog. Wheat at 0 cents per 
bushe! will go further than corn at 67 
cents. Barley at 50 cents is a cheaper 
fced; also mill stuff and the low grades 


of wheat and flour. There is a certain 


loss In making pork which sells for 


$5.80 out of 67 cent corn wholly.

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THE CARE OF PLANTS. 


Watering—Remedy For Green’ Fly. 
Shading Begonias and Feras, 
Syringe carnation plants and roses at 
least once every two days with clear 
water. Tepid water about 45 to 50 
degrees is safest to use. Fuchsias will 
also require uent syringing with 
clear water, especially on the under- 
neath side of the foliage. Give genistas 
and azalens plenty of water at the 
roots. The azaleas should be syringed 
daily. Palms (ficus), dracsenas (cordy- 
lines), etc., should bave thelr foliage 

sponged once every week or two. 

Easter lilies are tery subject to aphis 
or green fly. Examine the tips of the 
growth frequently and use a little dry 
tobacco dust or tobacco water as a 
preveutive or remedy for these pests, 
us they are bard to eradicate if they 
once get possession of lilies and similar 
plants. Water all plants early in the 
day and retain as moist an atmos- 
phere as possible where the plants are 
growing 

Begonias and ferns are especially 
happy In a south window until about 
Feb. 1, when the sun becomes so pow- 
erful that the curtain must be drawn 
from 10 in the morning until about 3 
In the afternoon or they will be seri- 
ously burned. 

Always bave the water lukewarm 
for the reason that a large number of 
our house plants come from the tropics. 
Give them a very generous soaking, 
not all at once, but walt five minutes 
between waterings, and you will be 
surprised to see how much some of 
the plants will take up. 

I always water twice and sometimes 
thrice until the saucers are full, then 
Rive them a grand rest for three or four 
days until the surface earth is dry to 
touch. 

Try to keep the temperature as even 
as possible, about 70 degrees during the 
day and not lower thao 50 or 60 de- 
grees at night. 


The Philadelphia Rambler. 

The Philadelphia Rambler ls another 
climbing novelty among roses, said to 
be a great improvement on the original 
Crimson Rauibler and the result of a 
cross between Crimson Rambler and 
Victor Hugo, the latter being a hybrid 
remontant, producing Gowers of rich, 
flaming crimson. It ts sald to bave all 
the best characteristics of the older 
Rambler without some of its faults, 
For instance, so far it has not develop- 
ed the same tendency to mildew which 
the old Rambler sometimes shows. The 
flower of the new variety is larger and 
more double and durable and the color 
more intense and persistent, not fad- 
Ing nearly so quickly as do the flowers 
of the famous old Rambler. It Is bard 
to realize that the good old Crimson 
Rambler is lable to be displaced within 
a short time, yet such is likely to be 
the case, lu the opinion of a writer in 
Gardening. 


Why We Protect Shrube, 

A writer In Country Life In America 
tells that the necessity of winter pro- 
tection is mainly as follows: First, to 
prevent excesglve depth of frost at the 
roots; second, to sbleld the semifrozen 


branches from the sun’s rays; third, to 
prevent thawing during temporary 
warm spella; fourth, to retard prema- 


ture activity in spring where late frosts 
ore liable.

NECESSITY FORGOOD ROADS 


Mean a Great Economic Gain In 
; Marketing Produce. 

In a country as large as that in which 
we live, with the greater part of its 
producing regions widely separated 
from the markets which they serve, 
the matter of transportation is one of 
vist importance, says Martin Dodge in 
The Forum, This applies particularily 
to our agricultural products, for while 
a great portion both of our manufac 
tured output and of our farm growth 
must be moved long distances by rail 
or water before reaching a market, 
practically all of the latter must also 
be transported for greater or less dis- 
tances over the public highways. The 
questlon of marketing these agricul- 
tural products, amounting in the Unit- 
ed States to $1,000,000,000 annually, on 
terms that the dealer can afford to 
pay and the grower to accept often re- 
duces Itself to a question of cheap and 
quick delivery—in other words, to a 
question of economical transportation. 

As far as the railways and steam- 
ship lines are concerned, this problem 
lias been dealt with very intelligently 
and satisfactorily. Skill and money 
have been applied without stint to the 
provision of enlarged means of con- 
veyance, Improved ways and increased 
power. These influences, under the 
stress of strong competition, bave re- 
duced long distance freight rates to a 
reasonable level. 

There is one phase of this transporta- 
tion problem, however, which has ap- 
proached no satisfactory solution—that 
is the matter of wagon road haul. As 
has already been said, while the great- 
er part of our farm products travels by 
steamship, canal or rallway for a por- 
tion of the Journey to market, virtually 
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TO MARKET ON A GOOD ROAD. 
all of them are conveyed for some dis- 


tance over the public highways. It Is 
unfortunate that this is often the most 
expensive part of their journey, It bas 
been shown by mathematical demon- 
stration that it costs more to move a 
bushel of wheat or a ton of hay ten 
miles over the average country roads 
of the United States than to transport 
the same burden 500 miles by railway 
or 2,000 miles by steamship. 

It has happened many times in dif- 
ferent parts of the country that farm- 
ers have let crops go to waste because 
the cost of hauling them to the nearest 
market or rallway shipping polut over 
wretched and ill kept roads amounted 
to more than could be realized for them 
afterward, whereas if good roads on 
which heavy loads could be hauled bad 
been at hand the same crops could ha ve 
been marketed at a small profit to the 
producer, while the economic gain re- 
sulting from their application to useful 
purposes would have been very consid- 
erable. 


Wide Tires and Good Roads, 

Doubtless the best way to keep an 
earth road, or any road, for that mat- 
ter, in repair is by the use of wide 
tires on all wagons carrying heavy 
burdens. Water und narrow tires aid 
each other in destroying streets, mac- 
adam, gravel and earth roads. Nar- 
row tires are also among the most de- 
structive agents to the flelds, pastures 
and meadows of farms, while, oa the 
other hand, wide tires are roadmakers. 
They roll and harden the surface, and 
every loaded wagon becomes in effect 
a road roller. Nothing so much tends 
to the Improving of a road as the con- 
tinued rolling of its surface. Tests 
made at the experiment stations in 
Utah and Missouri show that wide tires 
not only Improve the surface of roads, 
but that under ordinary circumstances 
less power is required to pull a wagon 
on which wide tires are used. 


New Jersey's Good Roads. 

New Jersey was probably the first 
state to make radical progress in road- 
building. By her state ald law, passed 
in 1801, it was possible for the authort- 
tiès, under the direction and petition 
of the taxpayers, to spend $450,000 a 
year in road improvement. Under this 
beneficent law ten miles ot excellent 
roads were bullt the following year, 
double that in the next year, and since 
1895 the full limit of the amount al 
lowed by law has been annually used. 
Allowing $3,000 per mile, this meant 
about 150 miles of roadbullding every 
year. 


The Value of Contrasts. 

There is nothing Uke contrasts to 
demonstrate the superiority of the good 
and the worthleasness of the bad in 
roadbullding, says the Cleveland (0,) 
News-Herald. Every rst rate high- 
way is a powerful indictment of the 
folly which permits roads near it to 
remain in a state more befitting Spain 
than the great and rich American re 
public, The difference is so striking 
and so enay ta, see and feel that the 
argument allently made for general 
road Improvement ia the most potent’ 
possible. 


Demand Good Roads, 

People generally are beginning to re 
alise that roadbuliding is a public mat- 
ter and that the best interests of Amer- 
ican agriculture and the American peo- 
ple as a whole demand the construc- 
tien of good roads and that money 
wisely expended for this purpose is 
sure to return.

Steck Farms In Great Britain. 

The latest official census of farm 
stock in Great Britain bas been pub- 
lished. There are, 11,740,436 head of 
cattle, 30,820,724 head of sheep and 
3,411,040 swine in that kingdom, This 
is an Increage of 21,527 cattle, but a de- 
crease of 224,945 sheep and 252,686 
hogs. The increase in cattle comes 
from Ireland and Scotland altogether, 
and much more than that, for the ac- 
tual fact is that in England and Wales 
the cattle have decreased 72,471 head 
since this time last year. 


All kinds of grain are high in price, 
and hay in New England is a ready 
cash crop. In face of these facts what 
shall farmers do? asks Charles W. 
Burkett in New England Homestead. 
In the frst place, rely on the corn 
plant. It is the farmer's best all round 
friend. From experiments at the New 
Hampabire experiment station I found 
that for winter feeding when horses 
are not on heavy work corn stover run 
through the fodder cutter proved quite 
equal to timothy hay. Sell the hay, 
then, and feed corn stover. The latter 
costs leas than a third of timothy. 

If the horses are not doing much 
work, let them eat all the stover they 
will and don't feed any hay. A few 
pounds of grain will complete the ra- 
tion. For a cheap grain ration, when 
the horse is given all the stover he 
will eat, use the following mixture 
dally: One pound cottonseed meal, two 
pounds linseed meal and two pounds 
wheat bran, Corn is too expensive un- 
less work is required. Then give from 
two to four pounds dally, depending on 
the work done, I suggest the above 
ration for cheapness, If one plans for 
the coming year, he will be in a posi- 
Uon to feed still cheaper by raising all 
the corn and stover needed for the 
horses, 

Feeding For Mutton. 

Clover is the model bay for sheep, 
but I have bad good results with good 
corn fodder, says a correspondent in 
National Stockman. Timothy and 
marsh bay are fairly good if cut early 
and supplemented with a heavier grain 
ration. My grain ration is usually 
bran, oats and corn, according to their 
relative cost, time of year, kind of 
sheep and for what purpose they are 
belng fed. This grain ration is placed 
in troughs in the yard and usually 
once a day. During the middle of the 
day they get cornstalks or shredded 
cornstalks in the yard. I feed hay 
twice a day in the barn, in racks with 
bottoms In them, and to prevent the 
accumulation of chaff and dirt in the 
fleece we always feed when 
are out.

Maryland Ucological Survey. 


Dr. Wm. Bullock Clark, director of 
the Maryland Geological Survey, has 
made plans for the prosecution of field 
work in eight counties during the com- 
ing summer. Surveys for topographic 
mape will be conducted in three coun- 
ties,—Wicomico, Queen Anne’s, and 
Biltimore—by cooperation with the 
United States Geological Survey as in 
the past. Itis hoped that the work 
may be completed in all three counties. 
Messrs. W. Carvel Hall and T. J 
Basinger, of the Federal Bureau, will 
have charge of the topographic work 
end Mr. B. D, MoNair of the prelimi- 
naty work in Baltimore and Queen 
Anne’s counties. The topographic 
maps will serve as bases for geologic 
and soil maps, which wil indicate the 
disposition of the mineral wealth and 
farming possibilities of the several 
counties, 

The Maryland Surrey alone will carry 
forward the investigation of the State's 
geology. Geological surveys of Kent, 
Prince George's, and Baltimore will be 
taken up and pushed to completion, 
The work in the region of the first two 
counties will be done under the direc 
tion of Dr. G. B. Shattuck, who will 
have Messrs B. I. Miller and M, 
Twitchell for assistants. Dr. Ek. B. 
Mathews, the Assistant State Geologist, 
will work in Baltimore county, and will 
have Mr. Johannsen with him. Garrett 
and Allegany, in the mountain region, 
have already been studied. Dr.G. C. 
Martin will carry the Appalachian in- 
vestigation into the western part of 
Washington county. 

The Highway Division of the Survey 
will be ready to cooperate with any 
county Which asks its assistance in the 
maintenance or improvement of its 
roads, The Division is already engaged 
upon works for the Commissioners of 
Prince George's, Harford, and Howard 
counties.

MARYLAND'S OYSTER BOTTOMS. 


Caused So Much Fruitless Discus · 
sion In the Legislatare, 


Chesapeake bay, which divides cne 
group of Maryland counties from an- 
other, is reached by a number of streams 
and creeks, small estuaries, bays and 
coves, which are admirably fitted for 
oyster culture, are protected from the 
rigors of the Atlantic seaboard and 
haye constituted for years the chief 
oyster producing territory of the United 
States. 

There are, however, 600,000 acres of 
what are known as barren oyster lands 
in various parts of the State tributary 

the Chesapeake. These oyster lands, 
the property of the State, are used only 
intermittently. There is no proprietor- 
ship in them by oyster cultivators, who 
require several years’ time for the vari- 
us processes of seeding, growing and 
resting the beds. 

Asa consequence, these oyster bot 
toms are practically unproductive, and 
a measure pending in the Maryland 
Legislature; and about which there is 
now a very vigorous controversy in pro- 
gress, proposes to authorize the State 
to lease these barren lands at 
prices from $1 to $8 an acre, under 
tenures of not more than 10 years 
and not more than 900 acres to 
any individual oyster grower, thereby 
extending the area of oyster products 
in Maryland and at the same time add- 
ing considerably to the State revenues. 

It is computed that Maryland would 
derive not less than $500,000 a year 
from thw leasing of its oyster lands, 
thereby Yeducing its ordinary taxes to 
that extent—. proposition which is 
cordially approved, especially in those 


counties of Maryland in which there is 


no cultivation of oysters, 

Both political parties in Maryland re- 
gard the solution of the oyster question 
as vital to the prosperity of the State.—

ROADS OF AMERICA., 
— — 


Frahrees Tn the Delle of Highs 
wars In the Country, 

The Infld@énce of the mechanical steed 
on our civilfzation is best exemplified 
in the growth and improvement of the 
country highways, which, In a coutitry 
taat stretchés betwech two oceans and 
includes within its boundary pearly all 
tue climates and physical characteris 
tics of a mighty continent, have been 
slowly evolved from the almost indis- 
tinguishable trail of the pioneer set- 
tlers into roads of high engineering 
Mill and achievement, says Gunton's 
Magazine, The American country 
roads’ have lagged in the develop- 
ment of tlie nation’s material growth 
und expanston until within the past 
few years, With the exception of 
the few old postronds, established in 
colonial days, when the stagecoach 
was the only vehicle for comfortable 
travel, there were not more than two 
or three country highways of passable 
physical condition, summer and winter, 
a score of years ago in the United 
States, 

Military roads were the earliest in ex- 
istence in all countries, and the protec- 
tive necessity of having different parts 
of the empire joined together by high- 
ways over which an army could be 
quickly moved inspired most of the 
great engineering feats in roadbuild- 
ing of the past. This factor had little 
or no influence in American industrial 
life. Our boundaries did not abut 
those of powerful nations with whom 
we might at any time wage war; con- 
sequently no thought of establishing 
lines of fortifications, connected by 
military highways, ever entered the 
eads of our most warlike legislators or 

dents. Military roads were not 
features of our national development, 
and, though potent factors in the 
growth of many European states, they 
were almost nil in American history, 

The modern roadbuilding movement 
is attributed to the bicycle and automo- 
bile, but it must be said that it Was 
rather the conditions of the times, 
which were ripe for the change, that 
made the popularity of these mechanic 
al steeds. Railroad construction had 
almost reacted its limit, important 
trunk lines were already paralleling 
each other so that they cut disastrously 
into each other’s profits, and the most 
important parts of the country were 
joined together by the ribbons of steel. 
Railroad stocks were declining in val- 
ue, profits were becoming reduced, and 
capital was ehary of investing In new 
enterprises of this character. 

What the country needed was more 
feeders—countty roads leading from 
farms, mines and producing lands. For 
months in the year the great agricul- 
tural sections were shut off from the 
railroads by almost impassable country 
roads. Mills and manufacturing plants 
located on streams or water that fur- 
nish excellent motive power could not 
market thelr products in winter. The 
logging camps and the mining compa- 
nies were likewise helpless in winter. 
Thus for a good portion of the year the 
country commerte was paralyzed and 


the produeing centers were cut off from 
the world 


SENATOR EARLE’S SCHEME. 
How He Would Secure Good Reads 
In This Country. 

The unique figure in the “good roads 
world” is State Senator Earle of De- 
troit. He was at one time connected 
with the department of good roads in- 
quiries at Washington as an expert, 
which office be was obliged to relin- 
quish upon his election to the senate. 
He has a scheme which If put Into 
practice would soon bring the millen- 
uial dawn of good roads, says the Phil- 
adelphin North American. Ip explain. 
ing his scheme he said: 

“First, I would have the government 
make good road maps of each county 
in the United States, showing all the 
public highways. 1 would have bad 
roads printed in red, fairly good ones 
in blue and the improved roads in black. 
These would be published in pocket 
form nud sold for 5 cents each at all 
postoffices, This would in effect com- 
pel every farmer to see to it that bis 
road was improved, for he would soon 
see the advantage of having bis farm 
located on one of the improved roada. 

“Second, 1 would levy a tax of 50 
cents n year on every vebicle in the 
land, This alone would yield an an- 
nual revenue of several millions, & 
would furnish all the funds necessary 
for the purpose, The tax would be a 
trifle and would be cheerfully paid by 
most people só long ns It was to be de- 
voted to the betterment of bighwaya.”

They economize time and force in 
transportation of producta, reduce wear 
and tear on horses, barnes and vehi- 
cles and enbance the market value of 
real estate, They ratte the value of 
farm lands and farm products and tend 
to beautify the country through which 
they pasa.

GRAFTING IN BRIEF. 


Popainé Methods Ilustrated and De- 
aceibed—When to Graft. 
Grafting is the term applied to the 
process of Inserting a portion of one 
plant (the scion) upon the stem or one 
of the branches of a growing plant (the 


Stock, In such a manner that it will 


continue its growth much the same as 
it would upon its own roots. The fruit 
of a scion la not changed by placing it 
upon other roots. The requisites of 
successful grafting are: 

1. Tue plants must be closely related 
or the selon and stock will not unite. 2. 
The operation must be carefully per-

formed sọ that the growing cells (cam- 
blum) of the two parts shall come in 
contact. 3. The wound must be pro- 
tected from the weather and the union 
strengthened so that the growing parts 
of stock and scion shall be brought to- 
gether with more or less pressure. 

To accomplish these resu!ts the graft- 
er must be provided with sharp tools 
and a supply of good grafting wax. 
The graffer’s kit should consist of two 
knives, one for general cutting and one 
for the Golshing cuts where a smooth 
surface ig required; a saw for cutting 
off large limbs, a grafter’s tool consist- 
Ing of combined chisel and wedge and 
a mallet or mace. This latter ts a plain 
stick of some hard, heavy wood, about 
the size of a broom handle or larger, 
and carrjed by a thong looped about 
the wrist. Thus it is always at hand 
and cannot get lost. 

The wax is made as follows: Melt 
and mix together three parts beeswax, 
three parts rosin and two parts tallow. 
When it is well mixed, pour into cold 
water, and when it assumes a semi- 
solid condition pull, like taffy, with 
greased hands.

In nursery 
work, where the selon and stock are 
about the same size, the whip or 
tongue graft is most successful. To 
make this cut stock and scion at the 
same slant then split so as to make 
the tongues, as shown at B in the first 
cut, See (Rat the tongues are so placed 
that the unſon will be continuous. Up- 
on large stocks cleft grafting is usual- 
ly employed. To make the cleft graft 
saw the stock squarely off, split it, 
whittle t scion to a wedge shape 
and insert it In the cleft. Two scions 
are often Inserted, one on each side; 
then if one dies the otber may contin- 
ve to grow. “If both live, the weaker 
one is cut away, 

Graft in the spring before the buds 
burst. This is the general rule, but 
the apple may be successfully grafted 
after the Luds have opened. 

Re careful with the sclons; know 
what varietios they are, and be sure 
theg come from a good Individual tree. 
They way be kept in the cellar jn muck 
soll or moss or may be buried in the 
earth outside.—Oblo Farmer. 


Fer San Jose Scale, 

At the New York Frult Growers’ 
convention Professor Johnson of Ma- 
ryland told that whole oll soap Is good 
treatment for San Jose scale, where the 
tees to be treated are few, but it is 
too expensive in large orchards. Where 
trees are not more than twelve feet 
in height fumigation may be practiced 
at a cost of from 6 to 12 cents, not 
counting cost of apparatus. He recom- 
wende fumigating small trees and 
nursery stock and spraying large ones. 
The best time to spray with diluted 
crude petroleum or whale ol! soap is 
before the buds open or, in general, 
from the latter part of March to early 
April.

CLIPPING HORSES, 


Am Advocate Gives Reasons Why It 
Is the Proper Thing to Do. 

Those who say that clipping the 
borse is a wrong practice because con- 
trary to nature might take ground 
with an old physician who would not 
have Nis horse groomed in the winter 
for the same reason, says a writer in 
Awerican Cultivator. As the horse 
was one of those with hair about six 
Inches long, he certainly did not look 
very neut when on the street. He might 
also bave objected to the harness, as 
the colts weré not born with any ar- 
rangement for attaching to the car- 
riage, or to Wearing clothing himself 
because babies were not clothed when 
boro. In fact, our whole life is a 
struggle to knprove upon the processes 
of nature both in raising the natural 
savage to a civilized human being and 
the wild beast to the domestic animal, 
useful because subjected to the will of 
his master. 

The clipped horse does not perspire 
as freely when working as the long 
haired animal, or, if he does, it quick- 
Ty evaporates and does not leave him 
with a thick coat saturated with mois- 
ture to get cold and chill him before 
the heat of his body can dry it out. 
When he bas to stop for a time on the 
street in a cold wind, the driver Is 
more npt to remember to put a blanket 
over him than if he had the long hair 
on him, and yet he would scarcely feel 
the cold as much as if the coat was 
there nnd he was heated by his drive. 
When he returns to the stable, he can 
be quickly rubbed dry and warm, and 
inn warm stable he is all right. 

Of course we do not mean to apply 
thia to the horse that is driven slowly 
with a end and then must stand thir- 
ty minutes or an hour for loading or 
unloading. It might be better for him 
also if care was taken to blanket him 
well at every stop, but the majority of 
teamsters do not do this, and some of 
them do not drive fast enough to keep 
a clipped horse warm when moving or 
to swent a long haired horse. But the 
driving horse we would have clipped 
in winter if not in summer. 


Begin with the ewes before the breed. | 
Ing season, says J. Withers in Amer- | 


lean Agriculturist. For two or three 
weeks put them on better feed. The 
best I have found for this is rape pas- 
ture. Let the ewes run on the rape for 
an hour twice a day for the first few 
days until they get accustomed to it. 
This will put them in good flesh and in 
shape to raise strong lamba. 

I always raise a few acres of turnips, 
and these I feed regularly twice a day 
during the winter in connection with 
ground oats and bran. About a quart 
for each sheep with as much hay as 
they will eat up clean is sufficient. 
This care of the ewes during the winter 
gives to the lambs when they are drop- 
ped a large amount of milk. When 
the lambs are less than a week old, 
they will begin to eat a little grain. 
The ewes must then be fed more lib- 
erally. 1 generally have a place where 
the lambs can be fed by themselyes 
and then give them ground oats and a 
little bran ln the morning with corn- 
meal and bran at night. I always give 
a feed of roots during the day, By this 
method I have raised lambs which 
have dressed seventy-elght pounds at 
thirteen weeks old. I always keep the 
following points in mind: Give plenty 
of clean water; dip in late summer; 
keep clean and in a good dry barn; 
give regular attendance and feed. 

Shearing and Culling. 

Take the wool off just as soon as the 
weather seems settled and warm 
enough to admit of it with safety to 
the sheep, sald J. H. Dixon in an ad- 
dress before Wisconsin institute. The 
practice of shearing before turning to 
pasture ts fast coming Into favor, at 
least in my locality. It makes it much 
easier to start the lambs, the wool is 
much whiter and cleaner and hence 
more salable, nnd the sheep do better 
than if allowed to run until June. By 
this method sheep do better, feel more 
comfortable and are a great deal less 
trouble than by the old method. 

This is also the best time to cull out, 
as you can readily seo which are in- 
ferior in fleece and as breeders. Mark 
them so you will readily know them 
when selling time comes, Do your own 
selecting, always keeping the best. 
They are worth as much to you as to 
any one else, so long as you are not 
overstocked, 

Value of Salt For Sheep. 

The value of salt for sheep is shown 
by an experiment in France where 
three lots of animals were fed on hay, 
straw, potatoes and beans for 124 days. 
One lot had no salt, one had half an 
ounce of galt each every day, and the 
other had three-fourths of an ounce. 
Those that had half an ounce gained 
four and a half pounds each more than 
those which had no salt and one and 
& quarter pounds more than those 
which bad more than half an ounce, 
Bo it seems that too much salt can be 
given ns well as too little. The salted 
sheep clipped one and three-quarters 
pounds more of wool and a better fleece 
than those that bad no salt, showing 
better results in the wool- that ts, lar- 
ger profit thain in the flesh. 

Sheep Seab In Great Britain. 

The ode returns show that during 
the month of November there were 126 
outbreaks of sheep scab in Great Brit- 
ain, of which 60 were in English coun- 
tles,.39 in Welsh counties and 17 in 
Beotch counties.

CHEESE CURING IN COLD STORAGE, 

No recent improvement in dairying 
methods bids fair to be of greater im- 
portance and value than that of curing 
cheese in cold storage. The cheese hur- 
rledly cured in a temperature of 70 de- 
grees or more and put on the market 
forty days old has long been the repre- 
sentative cheese made. At its best this 
cheese is soft, livery, indigestible and 
because of the beat in the curing room 
often sharp and off more or less in 
flavor. Under the new process the 
cheese may be taken direct from the 
press and placed in cold storage at a 
temperature of 40 to 44 degrees, and 
the cheese cures slowly and perfectly, 
developing none of that acrid, bitter 
and off flavor so common in cheese 
cured at the usual higher temperature. 
At the late cheesemakers’ convention 
at Milwaukee, Wis., a cheese made last 
October and removed direct from the 
hoop to such cold storage was officially 
tested Jan. 8 and scored 44 flavor, 20% 
texture, 15 color and 9 makeup, falling 
short of absolute perfection only one 
point on flavor, one-fourth of a point 
on texture and a point on makeup. 
This Improvement in methods is of far- 
reaching importance, for if a better 
quality of cheese is made much more 
of it will be consumed. Every cheese- 
maker should investigate this matter, 
for he will by this plan not only be 
able to be relieved from the necessity 
of forcing his thirty day product on the 
market at any price he can get, but 
will be able to take advantage of the 
markets and seasons and command a 
higher price for his better cured and 
flavored product. 


IT MIGHT BE THIS. 

The mystery surrounding the death 
of so much stock as a result of eating 
the dried cornstalks in the flelds seems 
to be not yet solved. We venture to 
offer the following, which, while k 
may be far from solving the mystery, 
may still possibly point a way to its 
solution: It is a well established fact 
that second growth sorghum is a moat 
deadly polson for stock which eat of 
it. There are instances where second 
growth corn—the shoots which spring 
up where the corn is cut off before the 
plant had arrived at maturity—pro- 
duced the same deadly results. The 
why of this we do not know, for both 
sorghum and the corn are perfectly 
healthful foods when of norma) 
growth. May it not be that the sus- 
pended growth and development of the 
corn in many fields last season owing 
to the drought and excessive beat, fol- 
lowed thirty days later by conditions 
which fostered a second growth, re- 
sulted in producing precisely the same 
toxic conditions which are associated 
with a second growth where the stalk 
was cut off? The phenomenon of a sec- 
ondary polleuization of the cornfields, 
the result of this secondary growth 
during 1901, as a result of which seem- 
ingly worthless fields of corn were 
converted into most productive ones, 
was a very common one and familiar 
to all our readers through the corn 
belt, May not the fatalities among the 
stock be connected with this fact? 


WINDS AND STORAGE BATTERIES.

WasimsuTox, March 23.— From a 
process familiar to the farmer Dr. Tal- 
mage draws lessons of consolation and 
enconragement for people in sorrow 
and adversity. The text is Isaiah xxvill, 
27, 28: “For the fitches are not thrash- 
ed with a thrashing instrument, nel- 
ther Is a cart wheel turned about upon 
the cummin, but the fitches are beaten 
out with a staff and the cummin witb 
a rod. Brend corn is bruised because 
he will not eyer be thrashing it.” 

Misfortunes of various kinds come 
upon various people, and in all times 
the grent need of ninety-nine people 
out of a hundred fs solace. Look, then, 
to this neglected allegory of my text. 

There are three kinds of seed men- 
tioned—fitches, cummin and corn. Of 
the last we all know. But it may be 
well to state that the fitches and the 
cumming were small seeds, like the car- 
away or the chickpea. When these 
grains or berbs were to be thrashed, 
they were thrown on tne floor, and the 
workmen would come around witb 
staff or rod or flail and beat them un- 
til the seed would be separated, but 
when the corn was to be thrashed that 
was thrown on the floor, and the men 
would fasten horses or oxen to a cart 
with iron dented wheels; that cart 
would be drawn around the thrashing 
floor, and so the work would be ac 
complished. Different kinds of thrash 
ing for different products. “The fitches 
are not thrashed with a thrashing In 
strument, neither is a cart wheel turn 
ed about upon the cummin, but the 
fitches are beaten out with a staff und 
the cummin witb a rod. Bread corn is 
bruised because he will not ever be 
thrashing it.” 

The great thought that the text press 
es upon our souls is that we ull go 
through some kind of thrashing process. 
The fact that you muy be devoting 
your life to honorable and noble pur- 
poses will not win you any escupe. 
Wilberforce, the Christian emancipgtor, 
was lu bis day derisively called Doe 
tor Cantwell.” Thomas Babington Ma 
caulay, the advocate of all that was 
good, long before he became the wost 
conspicuous bistorinn of his day was 
caricatured In one of the quarterly re 
views ns “Baobbletongue Macaulay.” 
Norman McLeod, the great friend of 
the Scoteb poor, was industriously ma- 
ligned lu all quarters, although on the 
day when be was carried out to his 
burial a workman stood and looked ut 
the funeral procession and suid, “If be 
had done nothing for unybody more 
than be has done for me. be would 
shine as the stars forever and ever.” 
All the small wits of London had their 
fing ut John Wesley, the father of 
Methodism. If such men could nut es- 
cape the maligning of the world. nel- 
ther ceun you expect to get rid of the 
sharp. teen stroke of the tribulum, 
Alt who will Uve godly in Christ Jesus 
must suffer persecution. Besides that 


jf there are the sicknesses und the bank- 


rumeles and the irritations und the dis 
Appointments which are ever putting a 
cup ef alors to your lip. Those wrin- 
kles on your face are hieroglyphics 
whieh, if deciphered, would make out 
n thrilling story of trouble. The fcot- 
step cf the rabbit is seen the next 
mornin on the snow, and on the white 
hairs of the aged are the footprints 
showing, where swift trouble alighted 
Troubleé Come Uneapeetediy. 

Even amid the joys und bilarities of 
life trouble will sometimes break in. 
As when tie people were axsembled In 
the Charlestown theater during the 
Revolutionary war, and while they 
were witnessing a farce and the nudi 
ence wus in great gratulation the guns 
of an advancing army were benrd and 
the audience broke up In wild panle 
und run for their lives, so oftenthnes 
while you ure seated amid the Jor» and 
festivities of this world you henr tne 
cantonade of some great dikaster. All 
the ftches: ood the cummin and the 
corn muat come down on the thrashing 
floor and be pounded. 

My suljject, in the frst place, tenches 
us that it is no compliment to us If we 
escape great trial. The titches nud the 
cummin on one thrashing floor might 
look oren to the corn on another thrash 
ing foor und say: “Look at that poor, 
miserable, Uruised corn! We live only 
been a little pounded, but that has been 
almost destroyed.” Well, the vorn, If 
it bad lips, would anawer and say: “Do 
you know the reason you hive not been 
as much pounded as I havey It ix be 
cause you are hot of xo much worth as 
Lam. ff you were, you wouk! be as 
severely rum over.” Yet there are men 
who suppose» they are the Lord's fu vor- 
ites simply because thelr taro are 
tun and thelr bank aceount in fusab 
and there are vo funerals in the house, 
It may be because they are titebes and 
cummin, while down at the endl of the 
lane the poser widow may be the Lord's 
corn. You are but littl pounded be 
cause you are but littl worth aud she 
bruised and ground been une «he is the 
best part of the harvest, The beft of 
the thrashing machine is aveording to 
the value of the grain. If you have not 
been much thrashed in life, perhaps 
there is not much to thrash! If you 
have not heen much shaken of trouble, 
perbaps it ls because there da goling to 
be a very small yield. When there are 
plenty of blackberries, the gutherers go 
out with large baskets, but when the 
drought hws almost consumed the fruit, 
then a quart measure wil) do as well 
It took the venomous snake on Paul's 
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hand, and the pounding of him with 
stones untit he was taken up for dead, 
and the jamming against him of prison 
gates, amt “ne hesian voclferntion, 
and the unt es skinned by the painful 
stocks, and the founcring of the Alex- 
andrian corn ship, und the bebeading 
stroke of the Roman sheriff to bring 
Paul to his proper development. It 
was not because Robirt Moffat aud 
Lady Rachel Russell and Frederick 
Oberlin were worse than other people 
that they had to suffer. ` It was be 
cause they were better, and God want- 
ed to make them best. By the cure ul 
ness of the thrashing you may always 
conclude the value of the grain. 

Helps Us Dear Burdens. 

Next, my text teaches us that God 
proportions our trials to what we can 
bear—the staff for the fitches, the rod 
for the cummin, the fron wheel for the 
corn. Sometimes people In great trou- 
ble say, Oh. I can't bear It!” But you 
did bear it. God would not have sent 
it upon you if he had not known that 
you could bear it. You trembled and 
you swooned, but you got through. 
God will not take from your eyes one 
tear too many nor from your lungs 
one sigh too deep nor from your tem- 
ples one throb too sharp. The perplex- 
ities of your earthly business bare not 
in them one tangle too Intricate. You 
sometimes feel as If our world were 
full of bludgeons flying baplmzurd. 
Oh, no; they are thrashing Instruments 
that God just suits to your case. There 
is not a dollar of bad debts on your 
ledger or u dlsappolutmeut about goods 
that you expected to go up, but that 
have gone down, or a swindle of your 
business partner or a trick on the part 
of those who are in the sume kind of 
merchandise that you are, but God in- 
tended to overrule for your Immortal 
help. “Oh,” you say, “there ls no need 
talking that way to me. I don't like 
to be chented and outraged.” Neither 
does the corn like the corn thrusher. 
but after it has been thrashed and 
winnowed it has a greut deal better 
opinion of winnowing mills and corn 
thrashers. 

“Well,” you say, “if 1 could choose 
my troubles, I would be willing to be 
troubled.” Ah, my brother, then it 
would not be trouble. You would 
choose something that would not burt, 
and unless it hurt it does not get sanc- 
tified. Your trial perhaps may be child- 
lessness. You are fond of children. 
You say, “Why does God send children 
to that other housebold, where they are 
unwelcome and are beaten and banged 
about when | would have taken them 
in the arms of my affection’ You say, 
“Any other trial but this.“ Your trial 
perbaps may be a disfigured counte- 
nance or u face that Is easily curicatur- 
ed, and you say, “I could endure nany- 
thing If only I was good lookluy.” And 
your trial perhaps is a violent temper, 
and you barye to drive it like six un- 
broken horses amid the gunpowder ex- 
plosions of a great holiday, and ever 
and anon it runs away with you. Your 
trial is the asthma. You say, “If it 
were rheumatism or neuralgia or ery- 
alpelas, but it ls this asthma, and It is 
such an exhausting thing to breathe.” 
Your trouble is a husband, sharp, snap 
py and cross about the house and rais 
ing a small riot because a button is off, 
How could you know the button is off? 
Your trial is a wife ever lu contest 
with the servants, and sbe is a sloven. 
Though she was very careful about her 
appearance in your presence once, now 
she is careless, because, she says, ber 
fortune ls made! Your trial is a bard 
school lesson you cannot learn, and you 
have bitten your finger nalls until they 
are a sight to bebold. 

Complaining Against Ges. 

Everybody has some vexation or an- 
noyance or trial, and he or sbe thiuks 
it is the one least adapted. “Anything 
but this,” all say; “anything but this.“ 
My hearer, ure you not ashamed to 
be complaining all this time against 
God? Who manages the affairs of this 
world anyhow? Is it an Infinite Mo 
doc or a Sitting Bull savage or un om- 
nipotent Nana Sahib? No; it is the 
most merciful and glorious und wise 
being in all the universe. You cannot 
teach omnipotence anything. You bave 
fretted und worried almost enough 
Do you vot think so? Some of you are 
making yourselves ridiculous in the 
sight of the angels. Here is a naval 
architect, and be draws out the pian of 
a ship of many thousand tons. Many 
workmen are enguged on it for a long 
while. The ship is done, and some day, 
with the fags up and the alr gorgeous 
with bunting, that vessel is launched 
for Southampton. At that time a lad 
six years of age comes running down 
the dock with a toy boat whieb he bas 
made with his own jackknoife, and he 
says: “Here, my boat is better than 
yours, Just look at this jibboom and 
these weather crosajack braces.” And 
he drops his little boat beside the great 
ship, and there la a roar of laughter on 
the decks! Ah, my friends, that great 
ship is your life as God planned it— 
vam, million tonned, ocean destined, 
eternity bound! That little boat is your 
life as you were trying te bew it out 
and fashion it and launch It Do not 
try to be a rival of the great Jebovab. 
God is always right, and In nine cases 
out of ten you are wrong. He sends 
Just the hardships, just the bavkrupt- 
cles, just the cross that it is best for 
you to have. He knows what kind of 
grain you are, and he sends the right 
kind of thrashing machine. It will be 
rod or staff or tron wheel just accord- 
ing as you are itches or cummin or 
eorn. 

Again, my subject teaches that God 
keeps trial on us until we let go. The 
farmer shouts “Whoa!” to bis horses 
as soon as the grain ia dropped from 
the stalk. The farmer comes with bis 
fork and tosses up the straw, and be 
sees that the straw has det go the grain 
and the grain ts thoropghly thrished. 
So God. Smiting rod and 
wheel both cease = sovu as we let 


ever. God comes along with some 
thrashing trouble and bents us loose. 
We started under the delusion that this 
was a great world. We learned out of 
our geography that it was so many 
thousand miles in diameter and so 
many miles in circumference, and we 
sald, “Oh, my, what a world!” Trou 
ble came in after life, and this trouble 
sliced off one part of the world, and it 
has got to be a smaller world and in 
some estimations a very Insignificant 
world, and it is depreciating all the 
time as a spiritual property. Ten per 
cent off, 50 per cent off, and there are 
those who would not give 10 cents for 
this world—the entire world—as a soul 
possession. 
The Friendship That Endures. 

We thought that friendship was a 
grand thing. In school we used to 
write compositions about friendship, 
and perhaps we made our graduating 
speech on commencement day on 
friendship. Oh, it was a charming 
thing! But does it mean as much to 
you as it used to? You have gone on in 
life, and one friend has betrayed you, 
and another friend bas misinterpreted 
you, and another friend has neglected 
you, and friendship comes now some- 
times to mean to you merely another 
ax to grind! So with money. We 
thought if a man had a competency he 
was safe for all the fut@e, but we 
have learned that a mortgage way be 
defeated by an unknowu previous in 
cumbrance; that signing your mime on 
the back of a note may be your busl- 
ness death warrant; that a new tariff 
may change the current of trade: that 
a man may be rich tay and poor to 
morrow. And God, by all these mis- 
fortunes, ls trying to loosen our grip, 
but we still hold on. God smites with 
a staff, but we bold on. Aud he strikes 
us with a rod, but we bold on. And he 
sends over us the fron wheel of misfor- 
tune, but we hold on. There are men 
who keep thelr grip on this world until 
the last moment. who suggest to me 
the condition and conduct of the poor 
Indian in the boat In the Nlagurn rap 
ids, coming on toward the fall. Seeing 
that he could not escape, n moment or 
two before he got to the verge of the 
plunge he lifted a wine bottle and 
drank it off and then tossed the bottle 
into the alr. Bo there are men who 
clutch the world, and they go down 
through the rapids of temptation and 
sin, and they bold on to the very last 
moment to life, drinking to their eter- 
nal doom as tlwy go over und go down. 
Oh, let go! Let go! The best fortunes 
are In heaven, There are no nbsvond- 
ing cashiers from that bank. no failing 
in promises to pay. Set your affections 
on things above, not on things on the 
earth. Let go! Depend upon It that 
God will keep upon you the ataff or the 
rod or the fron wheel until you do let 
go. 

Another thing my text tenches us is 
that Christian sorrow is going to have 
a sure terminus, My text says. “Bread 
corn is bruised because he will not ever 
be thrashing it.“ Blessed be God 
for that! Pound away, O finil! Turn 
on, O wheel! Your work will soon 
be done. “He will not ever be thrash- 
ing it!" Now, the Christian has almost 
as much use in the organ for the stop 
tremulant as he bas for the trumpet, 
but after awhile he will put the last 
dirge into the portfolio forever. 80 
much of us as is wheat will be sepa 
rated from so much ns is chaff, and 
there will be no more need of pound 
ing. They never cry in heaven be 
cause they have nothing to cry about. 
There are no tears of bereavement, for 
you shall have your friends all round 
about you. There are no tears of pov- 
erty becuuse each one sits at the 
King’s table and has bis own chariot 
of salvation and free access to the 
wardrobe where princes get thelr ar 
ray. No tears of sickness, for there 
are no pneumonias in the alr. and no 
malarial exhalations from the rolling 
river of life and no crutch for the lame 
limb and no splint for the broken arm, 
but the pulses. throbbing with the 
health of the eternal God in n climate 
Uke our June before the blossoms fall 
or our gorgeous October before the 
leaves scatter. 

The Cure Vor the Soul's Woands, 

In that land the souls will talk over 
the different modes of thrashing. Ob, 
the story of the staff that struck the 
fitebes and the rod that beat the cum 
min and the iron wheel that went over 
the corn! Damiel will describe the 
lions and Jonah leviathan and Paul 
the elmwood whips with which be was 
scourged. and Eve will tell bow aro 
matic Eden was the day sbe left it. 
and Jobu logers will tell of the smart 
of the lame and Elijah of the nery 
team that wheeled bim up the sky 
steeps and Christ of the numbness and 
the paroxysms and hemorrhages of 
the awful crucifixion. There they are 
before the throne of God—on one ele 
vation all those who were struck of 
the rod, on the highest elevation and 
amid the highest altitudes of bea ven 
all those who were under the wheel. 
He will not ever be thrashing it. 

Is there not enough salve in this text 
to make a plaster large enough to beal 
all your wounds? When a child is burt, 
the mother Is very apt to say to it, 
“Now, it will soon feel better.“ And 
that is what God says when he embos 
oms all our trouble in the bush of this 
great promise, “Weeping may endure 
for a night, but Joy cometh In the morn. 
ing.” You may leave your pocket band- 
kerchief sopping wet with tears on 
your death pillow, but you will go up 
absolutely sorrow They will wear 
black, you will wear white; cypresses 
for them, palms for you. You will say: 
“Ie it possible that I am here? Is this 
heaven? Am 1 so pure now | will nev- 
er do anything wrong? Am 1 so well 
that I will never again be sick? Are 
these companionships so Arm that they 
will never aguin be broken? Is that 
Mary? ie that John? Is that my loved 
one | put away into darkness? Can it 
be that these are the faces of those 
r

how unlike this place is from 
thought whéh I left the world

Then the gates of heaven will be 
opened, and the entranced soul, with 
the acuteness and power of the celes- 
tial vision, will look thousands of miles 
down upon the bannered procession, a 
river of shimmering splendor, and wiil 
cry out, “Who are they?’ And the 
angel of God, standing close by, will 
say, “Do you not know who they are?” 
“No,” says the entranced soul, I can- 
not guess who they are.” The angel ` 
will say: “I will tell you, then, who 
they are. These are they who came out 
of great tribulation, or thrashing, and 
had thelr robes washed and made 
white in the blood of the lamb.” 

Would that I could administer some 
of these drops of celestial angdyne to 
these nervous and excited souls. If 
you would take enough of It, it would 
cure all your pangs, The thought that 
you are going to get through with this 
after awhile all this serrow and all 
this trouble. We shall have a great 
many grand days in heaven, but I will 
tell you which will be the grandest day 
of all the million nges of heaven. You 
say, “Are you sure you can tell me?" 
Yes, I can. It will be the day we get 
there. Some say heaven is growing 
more glorious. I suppose it ls, but I 
do not care much about that. Heaven 
now is good enough for me. 

Triumphant End of Misfortunes, 

History has no more gratulatory 
scene than the breaking in of the Eng- 
lish army upon Luckuow, India. A few 
weeks before a massacre had occurred 
at Cawnpur, and 200 women and chil- 
dren had been put in a room.

travel worn and powder blackened sol- 
diers on the other, right there, lu front 
of the king’s palace, there was such a 
scene of handshaking and embracing 
and boisterous joy as would utterly 
confound the pen of the poet and the 
pencil of the painter.

“The history of the world is full of 
reported apparitions or ghosts,“ says 
Dr. Minot J. Savage tn Ainslee’s.
